the arrival of Police Commissioner 
Sidney P. Nichols, Coroner Martin, Senator 
Plunket, Edward Cahill, Edward Kearney, 
and one or two other sbining lights of Tam- 
many Hall. Their presence seemed to have a 
cheering effect on Mr. Cox, and he putthem to 
work atonce. But the especial occasion for 
the New-York candidate's cheerfulness was 
the result of the conference of the 
delegation from his State. They met 
at noon in a quiet parlor at Willard’s 
.and talked for two hours without being 
able to agree upon presenting Mr. Cox to the 
caucus, or asking him to switch off the track. 
Then they adjourned till this evening, when 
the real struggle took place. Only 16 members 
were present, the absentees being Mr. Robin- 
son, who is sick, Mr. Muller, Mr. Arnott, 
Mr. rs, and of course the candidate. 
The conference lasted nearly three hours, and 
was in reality a contest between the friends of 
Mr. Randall and Mr. Carlisle. Mr. Abram S8. 
Hewitt was chosen Chairman and Mr. John 
Hardy was made Secretary. The discus- 
tion was long and earnest and at 
times a little warm. Finally, a reso- 
lution owas offered to the effect 
that Gen. Slocum should present the name of 
Mr. Cox to the caucus as the choice of the 
New-York delegation. On this resolution five 
men, who said they wanted to see Randall win 
the coveted prize, refused to vote. These 
were Messrs. Hutchins, Spriggs, Beach, 
Van Alstyne, and Wemple. The other 11 voted 
for the resolution, and it was declared carried. 
Then the five non-voters announced that their 
future action depended entirely upon Mr. 
Randall. They told their colleagues that 
ff, by noon to-morrow, Mr. Randall 
would admit to them that he was beaten 
and that their votes would not save him from 
fefeat, they would wheel into line with the 
rest of the New- Yorkers and cast their ballots 
for Cox. In other words, they would, if Ran- 
jall was out of the race, do what they could 
to defeat Carlisle. When this understanding 
was reached, Mr. Cox was called into the 
room and toid how matters stood. He prompt- 
ly made a little speech, in which he said he 
was in the field to win. Then the confer- 
ence adjourned wthout undertaking the 
hopeless task of getting the members 
to pledge themselves to Cox over 
their written signatures. Mr. Cox’s unusual 
cheerfulness is due to the fact that he and his 
friends believe that tne Pennsylvania candi- 
date is already too far in the rear to catch 
up by to-morrow night; that he realizes 
i and ‘that by noon to-morrow he 
will tell hic followers that they may give up 
the fight.

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THE WAR ON PENSION AGENTS. 
AN INDICTMENT EXPECTED TO-DAY—COL. 
DUDLEY’S WORK OF DISBARMENT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30,—It is authoritatively 
announced that the Grand Jury of this District 
will to-morrow present W. T. Fitzgerald for in- 
dictment in conneotion with the pension frauds. 
There were six oases before the Grand 
Jury, but owing to the fact that the 
witnesses had to be brought from a 
lone distance, and that the preparation of the in- 
dictments would take some time, the evidence 
was withdrawn until the meeting of the next 
Grand Jury. District Attorney Corkbill will next 
week present all of these cases to the new Grand 


Jury, which will be sworn in on ‘Tues- 
day. Col. Dudley, the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, will appear before the new body on 
Thursday, and although the investigation will 
then be begun, the delay of. a month between the 
Interior Department and the Attorney-General’s 
office in determining whether a detail could be 
made for the District Attorney from the Pension 
Bureau, may prevent the indictment of several 
agents. The new Grand Jury will be in session for 
four months. There can be no doubt that the re- 
mainder of the men who have been practicing 
frauds upon soldiers will have an opportunity to 
explain their transactions before a jury. 

he 30 days allowed to the offending pension at- 
torneys by Commissioner Dudley to make replies 
to the charges presented by the Pension Office ex- 
pired to-day. As fast as the cases can be 
made up, to include the charges that have 
accumulated during the past month, they will be 
sent to Secretary Teller with the recommendation 
forthe disbarment of the firmsconcerned. The 
case of Emma H. Gelston & Co., of this city, was 
received at the Interior Department to-day, with 
the indorsement of Col. Dudley that he had exam- 
ined the defense presented and found that Gelston 
had failed to make a satisfactory explanation. 
He therefore renewed his former recommenda- 
tion for disbarment. This is one of the 
N. W. Fitzgerald Combination, occupying rooms in 
the same building with the rest of the eoncerns. 
Col, Ingersoll will have a hearing on Monday inthe 
Pension Office, when he will defend N. Fitz- 
gerald & Co. against a number of grave charges 
that have been thoreughly examined by Col. Dud- 
ley before being presented to the Seeretary of the 
Interior. These inelude overcharges in fees, 
swindling by “C. 0. D.” packages, issuing false 
circulars, and filing rebel elaims. The case of A. 
B. Webb has been strengthened by additional 
eharges, and will be acted upon soon. Milo B. 
Stevens, Belva Lockwood, J. W. Flenner, Francis 
Register, and Frank McDonald, will all be pre- 
sented for disbarment. 
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CIVIL SERVICE WORK IN THE SOUTH. 
MR. EATON EXAMINES BLACK AND WHITE 
OFFICE-SEEKERS AND IS WELL PLEASED. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Civil Service Com- 
missioner Eaton has returned to Washington from 
a trip to North Carolina and South Carolina, where 
he has been holding examinations iz order that 
the quotas of employes due to those States in the 
various departments may be filled. The first ex- 
amination held in North Carolina took place in 
Raleigh on Nov. 23, and the first in South 
Carolina was held.in Columbia four days later. 
In both places ladies were among the com- 
petitors, and from one-fourth to one-third of 
all those who were examined were colored. Mr, 


Eaton was somewhat curious about the result of 
having blacks and whites compete, and at Raleigh, 
where the examination was held in the Court- 
house, he had a number of tables provided, 
so that the two races might be separated if they 
desired. He wasa good deal surprised when he 
entered the room to find white men and colored 
men ajtting side by side asif all were of one race. 
The same was true of the examination at Colum- 
bia. At the latter place one of the competitors 
was theson of a lawyer who was very prominent 
before and during the war as a pro-slavery ad- 
vocate. Beside him sat a black man of 
about the sume age, who was born a slave 
and who had educated himself. Each was ex- 
amined in five subjects forthe higher grade, and 
were occupied between five and six hours. In 
two of the five subjects the negro passed a better 
examination than his white neighbor. and the two 
finished their work within eight minutes of each 
other. Commissioner Eaton is well pleased with 
the result of the examinations as a whole. 
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EX-SENATOR SPENCER’S CASE. 

Wasuincton, Nov. 30.—Mr. R. T. Merrick, 
of counsel for the Government in the proceedings 
against ex-Senator Spencer, for contempt of court, 
to-day filed his interrogatories addresseac to the de- 
fendant with the Clerk of the Court. They 
are more than 50 im number and are de- 
signed to draw out the full story of the 


ex-Senator’s wanderings since the subpcona was 
served upon him during the star route trials. He 
is asked with regard to every supposed stopping- 
place on his way from Washington to Leadville, 
and what was the length of his stay and 
business in each place. In the same way 
he is traeed back to New-York, thea to 
Watertown, across the line, and finally to 
Europe. Statements alleged to have been made 
by him and published in the form of an interview 
while the ex-Senator was in Canada are made the 
subjects of inquiry. These are to the effect that 
he did not intend to be a witness in the star 
route cases, and that he wished to see 
if Col. Bliss could cateh him. He is also asked 
if he told Robert Bowles, proprietor of the Ameri- 
can Reading-room in London, that he was in Eng- 
land forthe purpose of keeping away from the 
star route trials. No inquiries are made with re- 
spect to his knowladge of star route matters, the 
subjeet of the present proceedings being merely 
the contempt of court. The defendant has four 
days within which to file his reply. 


4A CARTRIDGE MONOPOLY. 


THE LEADING COMPANIES FORMING A COMBI- 
NATION TO ACT TOGETHER, 

New-Haven, Conn., Nov. 30.—It' was re- 
ported in this city to-day that the leading cartridge 
eoncerns of the country have formed a eombina- 
tion and will in the future act together. W. W. 
Converse, President of the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company, who, itis reported, is to be tbe Presi 
dent of the syndicate or consolidation, admitted 
that something of the kind was on foot, bart de- 
elined to give any particulars except to say that 
Charlies H. Taylor, of No. 208 Broadway, New- 
York, was at the head of the movement. 
Several other gentlemen interested in the 
manufacture of cartridges professed igno- 
rance when questioned in regard to the 


matter, but it was readily seen that the smaller 
cartridge firma of the country nave good reason to 
believe that they are to be frozen out atan early 
day inthe same manner as were the small match- 
making companies by the great monupoly known 
as the Diamund Match Company. Capitalists have 
argued that the principle which has accomplished 
such successfui finanoia! resulis in the match trade 
would work equally well in the cartridge business. 
A combination in the latter industry is ratber 
a more complicated matter than the match 
monopoly on account of the greater number of 
patente involved and the less uniform law of sup- 
ply, but it is understood that all eomplications 
have been satisfactorily adjusted, and that very 
soon the cartridge industry of this country will be 
under a single direction. 

The companies entering into the combination 
are said to be the Union Metallic Cartridge Com- 
pany, of Bridgeport; the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company, of New-Haven, and the large 
eartridge company in Lowell, Mass. These are 
the principal coneerns in this line of industry in 
the Un ted States. Probably the largest company 
devoted wholly to the manufacture of cartridges is 
the Union Company, of Bridgeport. They have 
an immense establishment, and when running up 
to the fall capacity of their production employ 
1,508 operatives, making cartridges of every de- 
scription. Most of the cartridges used in the 
great European wars of recent years were of 
American manufactvre, and the Russo-Turkish 
and Franco-German wars brought to the Winches- 
ter aud Bridgeport companies large and profit- 
able contracts. The two concerns have been virtu- 
ally partners in this foreign business before the 
present consolidation. The Union Company hav- 
ing a pateat upon a shell which the Winchester 
Company wanted to use, the latter concern agreed 
to give the Bridgeport Company half the work 
which they received under their foreign contracts. 
This arrangement was faithfully carried out, to 
the mutnal satisfaction of both companies. 

A gentleman in this city, who is interested in the 
manufacture of cartridges, when asked to say 
what would be the effect of the consolida- 
tion uffon the small concerns, said he supposed 
the freezing-out process would begin as soon as 
arrangements were perfeeted. The little concerns 
would be compelled to accept the terms offered by 
the monopoly, in case the latter was kind enough 
to give them an opportunity to make their peace in 
that way. He was inelined to think, though, that 
it would be a complete crushiag-out business.

JAMES CAREY’S ASSASSIN 


O'DONNELL PLACED ON TRIAL 
HOR MURDER. 

YOUNG CAREY INVOLVED IN A MAZE OF 
CONTRADICTIONS-——TESTIMONY SHOWING 
THE CRIME WAS PREMEDITATED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 30.—The trial of Patrick 
O'Donnell for the murder of James Carey was be- 
gan at 10 o'clock this morning before Judge George 
Denman, in the Old Bailey Police Court. The ap- 
proaches to the eourt-room were thronged. No 
person was admitted without a ticket. Mesers. 
Charles Russell, member of Parliament, and A. M. 
Sullivan, Solicitor Guy, and Gen, Roger A. Pryor 
were present as counsel for O'Donnell, and Sir 
Henry James, Attorney-General, and Messrs. Po- 
landand R. 8S, Wright appeared for the Govern- 
ment. 

Uponthe jury being called, the clerk asked 
O’Donnell if he had any objections to any of them. 
O'Donnell replied: ‘“‘I trust to my solicitor for 
that.” While the jury was being completed O’Don- 
nell seemed amused and exchanged greetings with 
Gen. Pryor. None of the jurymen were chal- 
lenged. 

Sir Henry James opened the case for the Gov- 
ernment. He described Carey’s departure from 
England and his voyage to Cape Town, and said 
there was no evidence to prove that the prisoner 
embarked on the steamer Kinfaun’s Castle to 
kill Carey, but a new witness, Mr. Cubitt, would 
testify that at Cape Town he gave the prisoner, at 
bis urgent request, arough sketch of Carey, and 
the prisoner remarked, upon receiving it, “I'll 


shoot him!’ The Attorney-General repeated the 
details of the murder of Carey, and told the jury 
that the act was not committed in self-defense, 
but was a willful and premeditated murder. He 
enjoined the jury not to allow any feeling against 
Carey to prejudice them in their consideration of 
the case. 

James Parish, steward of the steamer Melrose 
Castile, repeated the evidence he gave at the pre- 
liminary examination. Two plans of the cabin of 
the Melrose Castle, one prepared by the prosecu- 
tion, the other by the defense, were shown the wit- 
ness, who declared that the one offered by the 
defense was ineerrect. Judge Denman examined 
tbe latter plan and rejected it. Mr. Russell cross- 
examined the witness. He insisted that O'Donnell 
was sitting down when he fired the shots at Carey, 
who stood leaning against a corner of the cabin 
two yardsaway. Carey might easily have reached 
O’Donnell, but he made no effort toseizehim. The 
witness saw no pistol other than O’Donnell’s. 
He did not see young Carey go to his 
father’s berth, and only knew by hearsay that 
his father’s pistol was found upon the boy. 
There was more discussion between the counsel 
concerning the correctness of the plans of the 
cabin of the Melrose Castle, all of which the Judge 
declared to be faulty. At one time Judge Denman 
went into the witness-box and asked Mr. Parish to 
explain the position of the tables and seats. The wit- 
ness said that all the plans were incorrect. Judge 
Denman cautioned Parish to be careful in giving 
replies to inquiries, especially regarding his posi- 
tion when the shots were fired. 

Charles Jones, the boatswain of the Melrose Cas- 
tle, rehearsed the testimony which he gave at the 
examination. He was a!most sure, but refused to 
sa that O’Donnell’s words were: *‘Idid not do 
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Judge Denman examined O’Donnell’s revolver 
and placed it by his side on his desk. There wasa 
dead silence in the court-room when Thomas 
Carey, the son of James Carey, stepped into the 
witness-box. He gave his evidence promptly and 
coolly, but was sometimes told to speak more dis- 
tinetly. Occasionaliy he would consider well a 
question before replying, and when he failed to 
understand an inquiry he would shake his head. 
Judge Denman questioned him in regard to his 
father’s position when be was shot. When the bag 
and revolver of James Carey were produced in 
court and placed in the hands of the witness to 
identify, he weighed the weapon and looked 
down the barrel. O’Donneli scrutinized young 
Carey narrowly when he aaid tat he 
was not positive whether O'Donnell, after the 
shooting, said: “*Shake hands, Mrs. Carey; I was 
sent to doit.” or “I had to do it.” The witness 
further testified: ‘“‘I went for father’s revolver, 
and kept it in my pocket, because father was un- 
able to use it." The court then, at 1:30 P. M., ad- 
journed to partake of lunch. 

Upon the reassembling of the court, young 
Carey’s direct examination was resumed. His tes- 
timony was about the same as that given at the 
preliminary examination. On being cross-exam- 
ined, he said that he had stated at the Bow-street 
examination that Mr. Parish came from the cabin 
when the first shot was fired. That statement was 
untrue. He had not then understood the question. 
The witness was severely questioned eoncerning 
otner inconsistencies between his present state- 
ments and those he gave at the Bow- 
street examination. The frequency with which 
the witness contradicted himself caused much 
amusement in the court and the spectators ap- 
peared to be amazed at his unabashed demeanor 
and effrontery. He declared that O'Donnell fired 
his revolver with his left hand, although other wit- 
nesses had stated that he fired it with his right 
band, and the witness finally admitted that he was 
in doubt as to whieh hand O’Donne!l used. He 
acknowledged that he had told Mr. Beecher, second 
officer of thesteamer, that he took his father’s pistol 
to keep it out of his mother’s way. Upon being 
asked how this statement agreed with his previous 
statement that he got it for his father, he deelared 
that both of the statements were true. He denied 
that he had told Walter Young at Port Elizabeth 
that his father had his pistol when he was killed. 
Walter Young was here brought into court, when 
the witnesssaid he did not recollect him. Carey 
denied that Young had asked him why he aid not 
kill O’Dennell with his father’s pistol at the time 
of the murder, ani that he replied: “‘Iran for the 
pistol, but it was not there; father had it.” 

Mrs. Carey, widow of the murdered man, was 
sworn as a witness. She was dressed in deep 
mourning, and spoke Ina subdued voice. She re- 
peated the testimony she gave at the preliminary 
examination. She reiterated that O’Donnell ex- 
claimed that *“*he was senttodoit.’’ The eross- 
examination of Mrs. Carey was very brief, and no 
new evidence was elicited thereby. 

Mr. Mars testified that he was sitting in the 
hatchway, which was open, and saw O’Donnell 
and Carey below. The former was very quiet, but 
Carey was talking excitedly, as if laying down the 
law. Soon after this he heard a shot, and saw 
O’Donnell’s band go down and then upto firea 
second shot. He saw no indications of violence 
on the part of Carey. There was no pistol in 
Carey’s hand. He heard O’Donnell tell Mrs. Carey 
that he could not help it. 

Robert Thomas Cubitt deposed that he was a 
passenger on the steamer Kinfaun’s Castle with 
* Power.” He was unaware that ** Power’ was 
James Carey until they arrived at Cape Town. He 
was there shown a supplement of the Dublin 

Weekly Freeman, which contained a portrait of 
Carey and the accounts of his connection with the 
Irish Invincibles. He recognized the portrait as 
that of * Power.” He showed the portrait to 
O'Donnell, who -remarked, “I'll shoot him.” 
O’ Donnell asked for, and the witness gave him, the 
portrait. On cross-examination, Cupitt said: 
When O'Donnell remarked “I'll shoot him,” he 
spoke in a pleasant manner and witness attached 
no importance to the remark at the time. 

Mr, W. Beecher, second officer, and Capt. Rose, 
Commander. of the steamer Melrose Castle; Dr. 
Ensor, the district medical officer of Port Eliza- 
beth, and Inspector Cherry, of the Port Elizabeth 
police, gave their testimony, mainly as upon their 
examination at the Bow-Street Court. Inspector 
Cherry further identified the portrait of Carey as 
that found in O’Donnell’s trunk, and also the news- 
paper cutting headed “irish Reyolutionists in 
America.” 

Police Superintendent Mallon, of Dublin, identi- 
fied Carey’s pistol as one that he gave him for his 
proteetion when he left Dubiin.

Carro, Nov. 30.—The services of Ziker 
Pasha, the well-known conqueror of Darfour, 
bave been accepted for the Soudan. He will go 
with Baker Pasha. 

Three hundred acclimated men who have been 
employed at the salt iakes have arrived here, and 
enlistea for service in the Soudan. 

Lonpon, Dec. 1.—The Cairo correspondent 
of the Daily News says a telegram has been re- 
ceived therefrom Khartoum, dated Nov. 29, stat- 
ing that the panic is increasing and that the garri- 
son is insufficient. 

The Standard’s Berlin eorrespondent says that 
yesterday's report concerning Prince Bismarck's 
condition was exaggerated; that the Prinee's 
health is better than it has been for a long time. 

THE AGITATION IN IRELAND. 

Newry, Ireland, Nov. 30.—At a meeting of 
the National League, in this city yesterday, reso- 
lutions were passed condemning the action of the 
Government in prohibiting the proposed meeting 
of the Nationalists on Sunday, and declaring that 
they will assemble on Sunday morning, when, after 
the magistrate shall have read the proclamation, 
they will proceed to Warren Point and hold their 
meeting. The Orangemen have deciaed that, 


unless the torchlight procession of the Nationalists 
arranged for to-morrow evening is forbidden they 
will march to Newry te protect the Protestant 
quarter of the city. There was rioting here last 
evening, during whieh several of the participants 
were injured.

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SUEZ CANAL PLANS. 

Paris, Nov. 30.—M. de Lesseps has issued a 
note in which he asserts that the Suez Canal Com- 
pany ean enlarge its eanal upon its own land with- 
out being under the necessity of asking authority 
or money of any one. 

Lonpon, Dec, 1.—A convention relative to 
the Suez Canal was concluded last evening be- 


tween the English ship-owners and M. de Lesseps. 
It provides that either the present canal 
shall be enlarged or a second. canal 
constructed. A commission of engineers and 
shippers, half of whem are to be English. will ex- 
amine the question. Seven new Directors, 
ehosen from English shippers and merchants, 
are to be admitted as members of the board. 

A consultative committee of English direc- 
tors is to be formed in London. The 
company is in future to bear all ex- 
penses resuiting from accidents on the canal, 
excepting collisions or resulting from damage 
to the company’s property, provided ships are not 
in fault. From Jan. 1, 1884, pilotage dues are to be 
abolished, and from Jan. 1, 1885, transit dues are 
to be diminished according to the rate of dividend. 


VIGNAUX DEFEATS SCHAEFER. 

PaRIs, Nov. 30.—The concluding game be- 
tween Schaefer and Vignaux for the billiard cham- 
pionship was witnessed to-day by a large crowd of 
people. Many persons were unable to gain en- 
trance to the hall. Before the game Schaefer 
announced that, whatever the issue, he 
challenged Vignaux to play a new game 


with cushions only, the points and stake to be the 
same as in the present match. Rudolphe chal- 
lenged the winner of the present game to play a 
similar game with him.

follows, dating his. dispatch Ha-Noi, Nov. 23: “I 
am continulng my preparations for an advance.” 

Itis reported that M. Waddjngton, the French 
Ambassador at London, has informed Karl 
Granville, the British Foreign Seeretary, that 
France intends to occupy Bae-Ninh and 
Sontay to satisfy her honor, but will not 
engage in war with China, and that after the sur- 
render of the two places France will propose an 
armistice and ask for English mediation.

Lonpon, Nov. 30.—Mr. Colledge, British 
Vice-Consul at Kertch, on the Crimean Peninsula, 
has instituted a suit for libel against the London 
‘lobe for publishing a dispatch to the Central 
News stating that Colledge was the head of a com- 
pany which engaged pilots to wreck vessels in the 
Biack Sea for the purpose of obtaining the insu- 
rance thereon. 

The annual dinner of the Scottish Corporation 
was heldin London to-day. The Marquis of Lorne 
presided. Sir A. T. Galt, formerly Canadian High 
Commissioner, and Sir Charles Tupper, the present 
High Commissioner, were among the guests.

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FOUND AFTER TWELVE YEARS 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Nov. 30.— Twelve 
years ago Robert Humphreys, of Bartow County, 
grew jealous of the attentions paid his wife by 
other men. He watched for criminating evidence 
without avail. One night, while peering through 
the bedroom window, he thought he detected a 
man in bed, and, firing at him, ran off, not know- 


ing that it was his own child he had killed. 
The mother, knowing that her husband was not 
coming back, had taken her daughter to bed with 
her. Humphreys was tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced todeath. Before the day of exeeution ar- 
rived he made bis escape. Twelve years elapsed 
and nothing was heard of him, during which time 
his wife, believing him dead, had remarried. 
Three months ago several Barlow County 
men, prospecting through the neighboring 
county of Catoosa, came across the almost 
forgotten murderer, who, under another name, had 
went to work, earned a small farm, and was 
thriving withiu a day's walk of the scene of his 
crime. They promptly took him incharge. Sinee 
then he§bas been in Bartow Jai) awaiting resen- 
tence.

LOOKING FOR A TALL MAN 


SEVENTEEN OF+10ERS AT WORK 
ON THE PH@BE PAULLIN CASE. 
THE TESTIMONY TAKEN IN THE INQUEST BE- 
FORE CORONER HAZEN AT ORANGE— 

SOME NEW FACTS DEVELOPED. 


For four days the detectives and local police 
Officers and constables who are trying to solve the 
mystery of Phebe Jane Paullin’s murder have 
been looking for ao tall man who went 
up the Eagle Rock road, on the Orange 
Mountain, the night she was killed. Peo- 
ple who saw him differed in desoribing the 
manner in which he was dressed. The greatest 
discrepancy was in the overcoat he wore. Some 
said it was light 4nd others sala it was dark, but 
all agreed that the man was tall and well dressed. 
Dave Pellington, the good-looking young station 
agent of the Watchung Railroal, whom Phebe 
used to speak of as her beau, was said to 
have a light overcoat, Although young 
Pellington’s statement to Marshal McChesney, the 
head of the Orange police, was accepted as gatis- 
factory and exeulpating him, the broken-hearted 
mother of the dead girl speaks bitterly of him. She 
will not believe but that he knew something of 
Phcebe's end, “if he was not directly responsible 
for it.” 

Dr. Charles W. Hagen, of Newark, the Coroner, 
began the inquest In the Orange Council Chamber 
yesterday afternoon. He said the object of the 
murder was plainly nota desire tor money. The 
girl had been outraged and then killed. The most 
important testimony was given by William F. 
Duer, a resolute-looking, blunt-spoken old man, 
who lives at Wildmont on the brink of the cliff 


opposite Eagle Rock. He testified that he drove 
up the mountain Saturday evening, and over- 
took a man ascending on foot just above 
the stone-cracker about 65:35 o'clock. The 
man looked to be about 28 years old. He wore 
a long dark coat. He had a mustache, and was 
about 6 feet in height. He appeared to be a rentle- 
man both by his dress and bearing. He exchanged 
afew words with the witness about the weather. 
A path, Mr. Duer said, ran from Wildmont 
across to Eagle Rock. A short man came 
out of this and asked him fora match, but he re- 
plied he did not have one. It was exactly 6 
o’clock when he got into his house, 200 yards from 
the road. While standing in his doorway, between 
7 and 8, he heard voices and laughter. which 
seemed tocome [from a point opposite or above 
him in the road. The voices sounded like those of 
a@mananda young woman. He could not make 
out what they were talking about. County Prose- 
outor Oscar Keen asked: ** Did the voice sound like 
that of the man who addressed you at the crack- 
er sake 4 
“*T should say off-hand that it was the same. The 
man talked like a native of the United States.” 
saree you make out anything at all that was 
sa 9 ” , 

“I thought I heard the gal say, pleasantly. ‘Go 
*way; go ’way;’ but I did not pay much attention, 
as it is a common thing to hear talking and lauch- 
ing on the mountain.” 

A young dog belonging to Mr. Duer began bark- 
ing at the time the laughter was heard. He kept 
it up all night, and Mr. Duer got up nine times to 
stop him, but could not. In the morning he went 
out tothe kennel and said: *‘General, what's the 
matter?” 

The dog stuck his nose up in the air and resumed 
his dismal howl. ‘(he dog generally stopped bark- 
ing when Mr. Duer blew the whistle, but that 
night nothing would silence him. It struck 
Mr. Duer, after he heard of the mur- 
der, that the dog must have smelled the 
blood. He could not tell from the words of 
the young woman whether the man was taking 
liberties with her. Duer did not see Pheebe at all 
that day. James Briscoe, a gardener employed in 
the park; George Frank, a beer-bottler, of Orange; 
John A. Sullivan, of Tory Corners, and Thomas 
Sullivan, a carpenter, all testified to seeing Phebe, 
or a girl who answered her description, on the 
night of the murder and the mysterious tall young 


man. 

Mart Williams, a droll character, who came down 
the mountain the night of the murder with Chet 
Williams, his boon companion, to get a quart of 
rum to drink over Sunday, took the stand, dressed 
in a hiekory shirt and his farmerclothes. He and 
Chet were informally taken into custody, but dis- 
charged. He said the two passed a girl at Tory 
Corners, but could not describe her, and would not 
say it was Pheebe. 

” Did you think it was Phebe?” 

“If I'd a thought it was herlI’da-cone home 
with ber.” (Laughter) 

“You never had gone home with her before, I 
believe, and what would have induced you to that 
evening?”

The witness said he met a man coming out of the 
park below the stone-cracker as he came down the 
road. The man was tall and wore a light over- 
coat. Anna Elizabeth Paullin, the mother of 
Phoebe; Rachel Anna Fisher, her sister, and 
others who saw Phebe alone, gave unim- 
portant testimony. Mrs. Fisher said Phoebe 
asked her one day how she would like 
David Pellington for a brother-in-law. Mrs. Isaac 
L. Myers told Mrs. Fisher that Mr. Pellington 
came to see Phebe once while the girl was stop- 

ing at the former’s house. Mrs. Fisher never 

new of his coming up the mountain with her. 
He invited her to go on an excursion up the 
Hudson with him, but she did not. The inquest 
will be continued Tuesday afternoon. 

Six of Pinkerton's detectives, under the leader- 
ship of James 8S. Wood, began working on the case 
yesterday. They were engaged by people living in 
and around the park. Marehal McChesney has re- 
ceived two postal cards, one sent from Newark, 
with no signature. and one from New-York signed 
“Sincerity.’’ The address on both and the text of 
the one sent from Newark were in the same hand- 
writing. Thecontents of that from Newark was in 
a lady’s hand and evidently written at dictation. 
Both claimed the pair of socks found near the 
scene of the murder were lost by the writer while 
gathering Autumn leaves. He carried two pair 
to keep his feet dry, as it wasarainyday. Officer 
George P. Washer learneé that a ruddy-facea man 
bought a shirt, an undershirt, and a pair of draw- 
ers Monday morning at astore in Fremont-street, 
near Thompson, and said he was in a 
hurry. as he wanted to take a train 
at Highland Junction, on the Morris and 
Essex Railroad. A great many versons, open to 
suspision, have been seen without success. Mar- 
shal MeCnesney said last night that there was no 
clue to the tallman. West Orange had no police, 
and the Orange officers worked on the case when 
off duty. Seventeen{men in all were at work on 
the case yesterday. The Town Committee of 
West Orange yesterday voted to offer $800 for the 
arrest and convietion of the murderer. The citl- 
zens have raised $2,000.

SUNK WITHIN TWO MINUTES 
eg aa PERSONS DROWNED 
AN A COLLISION. 


- GAPT, SISSON, OF THE SHIP THOMAS DANA, 
 weits THE STORY OF THE LOSS OF THE 


FRENCH BRIG ROCALEY. 
The ship Thomas Dana, which sunk tbe 


* French brig Rocaley on Oct. 80 in @ collision and 
pat into Fayal in order to land the 2i survivors of 
. the 110 persons on the vessel on Nov. 8, arrived at 
this port yesterday. Theship docs not bear any 
evidences of baving been in any serious collision. 
Capt. C. C. Sisson, of the Thomas Dana, says that 
" he persons in charge of the French vessel were 
responsible for her loss. The Rocaley was an old 
vessel of about 160 tons. She was chartered at the 
fishing colony of St. Pierre, in the Gulf of New- 
foundiand, to carry home to France a number of 
fish-salters who had been paid off for their season's 
work and were anxious to return home to their 
families. The brig left St. Pierre early in October 
qith 110 persons .0 bosrd. About eight of these 
belonged to the crew of the brig, while the others 
were the returning fish-salters. Among the latter 
qrere a few bosses, who lived in the cabin. The 
others were stowed in very close quarters between 


decks. 
Capt. Sisson ‘states that his vessel came from 


Liverpool in ballast. Sho bad favorabie weather, 
‘and on the morning of Oct. 20, at 5:30 o'clock, in 
latitude 48°, longitude 15°, she was proceeding on 
the port tack and close hauied to the wind, at 
the rate of about six milesan hour. The wind 
blew from south-west by south. Capt. Sisson 
was below, and the second officer was in charge 
of the deck. The latter noticed a green light 
about two points on the starboard bow. 


ig took the glasses and examined the light closely. 

t evidently belonged to a small vesrel sailing 
free, with the wind at least two points on her star- 
board beam. As the ship was sailing closé to the 
wind she was entitled tothe right of way, 80 the 
gecond officer did not attempt to change her 
course. He examined his own side lights and 
found that they were burning brightly. The ship, 
Which measures 1,450 tons, was very light and ber 
aide lights were at least 20 feet above the water, so 
tthey could be observed ataarest distance. 
green light of the stranger grew slowly 
brighter, but it was — apparent that if she did 
alter ber course she could passthe ship safely. 
morning was very olear and the water was 


smooth. 
Just at the moment when the second officer fan- 
eled that all dancer was over tho stranger suddenly 
og round and headed toward the ship. The 
fookont left his position on the topgallant fore- 
after warning the second officer that the 
beie bad changed her course, and ealled out the 
bers of the port watch, who were asleep in 
thelr berths. The Captain was also called. As 
the ship was close to the wind, it was impossible 
to avoid the brig. In a moment there was a heavy 
orash. The brig had put her helm suddenly to 
and, swinging round, she struck the starboard 
woof the shiv. The former was then sailing at 
rate of about eight miles an hour. Althomgh 
the ship suffered but littie, the brig smashed in her 
own bows and instantly filled. The shouts of her 
seamen were beard fora moment. Then she sank 
out of sight. A few half-naked forms were seen 
atroggiing in the water, but ali vestiges of the 
Wreck within two minutes had disappeared except 
yards, which jay across the bows of the 
Thomas Dana. In the collision these had been 
forced from the foremast of the brig. They lay as 
if they had been carefully placed across the ship’s 


bows. 

The entire crew of the Dana were now on deck. 
Life lines, buoys, and pieces of wood were thrown 
over the sideof the ship for the men in the water 
to cling to.. Capt. Sisson directed his men in their 

to save life. There was no boat in the 
davits, and the work of launching one would have 
occupied much time. The men, however, went to 
Work with a will. Several of them fastened lines 
@nder their arms and, springing overboard, 
fished out the survivors and aided them in 
: on board. Twenty-one half-drowned 
men were und clinging to  iife-lines 

d buoys, nd were taken on deck. 

y of them had scarcely any clothing ou their 
* They had evidentiy sprung from their 
rths and plunged into the water as the brig went 
down. None of them could speak English and no 
oneon board the Dana could talk French. Cupt. 
Bisson was at first in hopes that he bad saved 
every one of the brig’s crew, for 21 isan unusually 
Jarge number of persons for a sailing vessel to 
carry. The survivors, however, looked anxiously 
over the sides and expressed so much anxiety that 
the Captain was soon convinced tbat there were 
others who bad not been saved. It was now fast 
becoming light. but nota fragment of the brig 
could be seenin any direction. Not even one of 
her buckets had been left behind when she went 
to the bottom. 

The ship, which had backed her yards immédi- 
ately after the collision, remained hove-to. Capt. 
Sisson ordered a sharp lookout to be kept for frae- 
Ments of wreckaze, but none were observed. The 
Captain and mats of the brig were evidently miss- 
ing, but among the survivors was a man who ap-

“It completely unnerved me,” he said yester- 
day, “and i have not yet reccvered from it, al- 

ugh I feel certain that Jamin no way respon- 
sible for the disaster.’ Clothing was found for 
the half-naked Frenchmen, who were treated with 
ailkindness. The Thomas Dana lay to until 11 
o'clock in the morning. As no wreckage could be 
Seen, Capt. Sisson decided that it would be use- 
to remain there any longer. The Dana's bows 
had searcely been injured. The copper was torn 
Very slightiy. and a portion of a spar painted white 
was found sticking in the planking of her forward 
bows. This was probatly a part of the jibboom of 
the brig, which troke off when it penetrated the 
other vesse!. The Dana was headed toward the 
Azore islands,and she hove to off Fayal on Nov. 
& Inthe meantime it haa been found difficaitto 
vide ouartera for the 2igurvivors. When off 
yai Capt. Sisson hoisted signals which brought 
several beats alongside. The survivors were sent 
ashore, with a tetter to the Fremch Consul. As 
there are reguiar communications between Fayal 
and France the survivors have probably again 
gailed for their homes. 

Capt. Sission and his men assert that every pre- 
Saution was taken to avoid the brig. ‘There could 
have been no lookout on the latter, or the ship 
Would have been observed some time before the 
soilision oceurred. Those who were on the brig’s 
fleck had probably gathered around the galley for 
coffee. When at last the green light of the ship 
Was observed, the man at the wheel became eon- 
fosed and put the belm to port. This mistake was 
the cause of the disaster. The brig was 
practically clear of the ship, when she suddenly 
phanged her course and ran into the iatter. Had 

brig remained on her former course, she would 
ve easily cleared the ship. As it was, the helms- 
man took the only one of several conrses which 
sould possibly have brought the Rocaley in colli- 
sion with the Dana. Capt. Sisson says that his sec- 
ond officer did exaetiy as he would have done 
had he been on deck when the brig was sighted. 
She sank so rapidly that the great majority of the 
men who were drowned bad no chance to reach 
the deck. They were closely packed in the bold, 
d before they were thoroughly awake the brig 
ad been engulted. The majority of the sur- 
vivors had probably come on deek before the 
alarm had been given. Capt. Sisson said 
that be had always been very’ careful 
so show his officers exactly what their duties were 
when the lights of strange vessels suddenly came 
im sight. He would go uptoone of his officers 
@ithout any warning and ask: “Now. what 
would you doif you saw ared hight two point< on 
the starboard bow’ In this way he impressed on 
them the duty of being prepared at any moment to 
give the right order in case a strange vessel 
thould come in sight during the night. It is the 
gustom with American Captains to have their 
boats lashed on deck while at sea, as they are 
much safer there than in davits. Capt. Sisson 
thinks that he could have saved no more livesif 
ove of the Dena’s boats had been in the davits 
qhen the collision oecurred.

JAMES A. BYRNES BEFORE THE CORONER

He spoke de- 
liberately and carefully, but in a clear tone. 
“I was wooy the café of the Casino,” he said, 
“when saw Mr. Jay Humphreys iall on the 
mat in the entrance. [ helped him up and 
when the bar-tencer came out I think I asked him 
to take him inside. Humphreys said to me: ‘I 
know you,’ calling me by my name. I asked him 
where he resided, and he told mein the Albany 
flats, Fifty-second-street and Broadway. I re- 

uested the bar-tender to get a cab, which he did. 

he driver and myself helped Humphreys into it, 
and whenthe asked me to go with him I did so. 
I told the driver to goto Fifty-second-street and 
Broadwey, but Humphreys interrupted me and 
said: ‘I don’t want to go home now. I want to be 
driven up the road a bit.’ Tasked him where he 
wanted to go. He first sald to One Hundred and 
Twenty-third-street and Eighth-avenue, and imme- 
diately contradicted himself, and said to One Hun- 
dred and Forty-third-street and Eighth-avenue; 
*to George's,’ he added. 

“You are sure about that ’’’ said the Coroner. 

“ Ob. quite sure,"’ said Byrnes, nodding his head 
emphatically. ** Humphreys, as I then thought, 
went tosleep,” he continued. * On our way up 
he said he felt sick and vomited in the cab. ben 
we cot to the house—”’ 

* What house f” asked the Coroner. 

“ George's, I suppose. where Humphreys told the 
cabman to stop.” said Byrnes impatiently. “ My- 
self and the driver helped Humpbreys out of the 
cab. In dvuing so his watch and chain fell to the 
bottom of the cab and I picked it up.” 

* Was the watch on the floor or hanging from the 
man’s vest, the cross-bars ln the buttonhole ?”’ in- 
quired the Coroner. 

*Isaid that! picked it up from the bottom of 
the cab,” reiterated Byrnes with emphasis. 
“When I gave it to the driver! said, ‘ There is his 
watch.’ After we got him out and up on the 
piazza, the driver handed me back the wateh and 
chain. I knocked at the door—this was about 12 
o’clock—some lady answered from the inside. 
Ihad in the meantime sent the driver to see some 
men who were working at the well to ascertain 
whether anybody was living in the house. A 
voice from the house said, ‘George is notin,’ I 
then looked at Humphrey's face and thought that 
he was dead, and —”’ 

“What made you think that?” interrupted the 
Coroner again, 

“ Why—why—from his looks,"’ sald Byrnes, “‘ He 
was white and ghastly, so I cleared owt very much 
excited. I went to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street, to a district messenger telegraph office, 
and asked where the police station was. I was 
told, I believe, that it was at One Hundred and 
Thirty-recond-street. I was Very nervous and ex- 
cited, I then went home, taking the Third-avenue, 
horse cars to Forty-second-street. I crossed to 
Seventh-avenue to my room, which I reached be- 
tween2 and3A.M. About 9 o'clock I went to 
Police Head-quarters, inquired for Inspector 
Byrnes for the purpose of making a statement 
of my connection with the case and to solve the 
mystery. Inspector Byrnes held me as a prisoner. 
lam not married.” the narrator concluded, **and 
live near Humphreys.

After Byrnes had finished his story the Coroner 
remanded him to Police Head-quarters to await 
the jury inquest, set down for 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

The funeral services of Jay Humphreys were held 
at the residence of his father, in Thirty-ninth- 
street, yesterday afternoon. The body was taken 
to Auburn for burial.

“Yes. Mr. Strang,” said Byrnes emovhbatically,

man has. That’s what made me say he was not 
the man.” Strang said, furthermore, that Byrnes 
was correct In saying that he handed him the 
wateb, but it was after they had lifted Humphreys 
ontothe stoop. A moment ortwo after Byrnes 
handed him the watch he took it from him again, 
saying that be was the proper person to keep it, 
and atthe same time taking the driver's number 
aud name, /

MR. ENOS’S8 ARREST A CASE OF MISTAKEN 
IDENTITY. 

Thomas W. Enos, who was arrested on 
Thursday, Nov. 22, for supposed complicity with 
Carro)] in the coupon frauds at the Controller's of- 
fice, was yesterday discharged from custody by 
Recorder Smyth. Mr. Enos, accompanied by his 


counsel, ex-Judge Horace Russell, and two friends, 
appeared before Recorder Smyth in Part I. of the 
General Sessions Court, shortly after 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon. He had been arrested on the affi- 
davits of Timothy A. Fayand Rudoiph G. Lexow, 
clerks at the office of Hagen & Billings, No. 1 
Wall-street. They had seen Enos at Police Head- 
quarters the day after his arrest and identified him 
as the A. C. Bennett who had sold coupons of the 
City bonds to the firm by which they were em- 
ployed. 

In court, yesterday, both Fay and Lexow failed 
to identify Mr. Enos as A. ©. Bennett. Both testt- 
fied that they could not positively identify him, 
though his face was very much like that of Ben- 
nett. Mr. Enos was taller and heavier than Ben- 
nett, they both concluded, after thinking the mat- 
ter over. Mr. Julius Hager and Edward Morrison, 
Jr.. both of whom had frequently purchased 
coupons of Bennett, appeared in court and swore 
that Mr. Enos was not A. C. Bennett. Both found 
inhim a trifling resemblance to Bennett, and 
both identified two photographs which were in- 
trodneed as portraits of the missing Bennett. He 
somewhat resembied Enos in appearance, but was 
ashorter man. He more resembled Otis Fields, 
anemploye in Knight's billiard-rooms at Broad- 
way and Twenty-eigbth-street, whom Fay had 
once picked out as resembling Bennett. 

After the failure to identify Enos by pone four 
witnesses, District Attorney Vincent said he was 
satisfied that Enos was not the man Benrett, and 
that this was evidently a case of mistaken identi- 
tv. Recorder Smyth thereupon discharged him 
from custody, saying that he fully concurrea in 
District Attorney Vincent’s opinion. “I wish to 
add this before discharging Mr. Enos, however.” 
said the Recorder: ‘*‘Upon the evidence he had, 
and the identification of Enos by the two witnesses 
Fay and Lexow.!I think Inspector Byrnes was 
justified in making the arrest, and he would not 
have done his duty by the public bad he failed to 
take him into custody.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTERIOR 
DEPAR1 MENT. 
PROGRESS MADE IN THE EDUCATION OF 
INDIAN CHILDREN—COMPULSORY LABOR 
ADVOCATED—PUBLIC LAND SALES, 


WasuincTon, Nov. 30.—Secretary Teller 
begins his second annual report with the statement 
that it is believed to be quite possible “ with a 
wise and judicious treatment of the Indian ques- 
tion, to prevent the recurrence of hostilities be- 
tween tne Indian and his white neighbors that 
bave marked nearly every year of our history.” 
The Indian must adopt the ‘“‘ white man’s ways” 
or be swept away by the vices of savage lile, inten- 
sified by contact with civilization. If the Indian is 
to become a civilized being, says the Secretary, it 
must be by the aid of the Government, intelligentiy 
directed, and one of the first steps is to fix the 
Indian in a permanent home. To this end, therescr- 
vation should be reduced in size commensurate 
with the wants of their occupants, and a fee-simple 
title thereto given to the tribe, to be held for the 
benefit of the members, according to Indian polity, 
until such time as the Indians themselves 
shail’ choose to divide it. The surplus lands 
of such reservations sbould be bonght 
oy the Government and parceled out to 
actual eettiers only. The proceeds of the land so 
sold should be used, not In providing food only for 
the Indians, but in the purchasejof stock, farming 
implements, and in the education of their youth. 
When the Indian is fixed in his home and under- 


stands that he hasa title to his land of which he 
cannot be deprived, one creat source of his discon- 
tent will be gone. The Indian must be taught to 
labor and care for himself, by persuasion if possi- 
ble, by coimnpulsion if necessary. If he chooses to 
be a farmer he should receive suitable assistance 
in the first instance, with the understanding that 
such assistance js only temporary and must soon 
cease. The manual labor schools should instruct 
the male children in labor on the farm and in the 
shops, and the females in bousebold affairs. Should 
any Indian desire to abandon his tribal relations 
and become a citizen of the United States he 
should be permitted to do so without losing his in- 
terest in the tribal property. Treaties impossible 
of fulfillment, or contrary to the public interest, 
should be modified or repealed: no more 
treaties should be made or statutes enacted 
according to agreements made with the 
Indian. If he bas more’ land than he 
needs, he must surrender the excess, and it cannot 
be left to him to determine either the amount he 
ought to retain or the price he ought to receive. 
Such matters should be determined by the Gov- 
ernment, or some tribunal created for that pur- 
pose. Tne Indians who sre given supplies or other 
aid by the Government should be mado to under- 
stand that they have no claim on the Government 
for such assistance. Why should the Government 
support an able-bodied Indian who refuses to 
work any more than a white man who refuses to 
work’ The Indians should be disarmed. It is un- 
safe to trust an Indian with a gun; the very pos- 
session of it incites in him a desire to use it. The 
Secretary renews his suggestion that the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs be authorized to purchase 
the fire-arms of the Indians on fair terms. 

Although the appropriations last year for the 
education of Indians were, in the estimation of 
Secretary Teller, far below the actual wants of the 
service, great progress is reported. Ten new day 
schools have been established during the fiscal 
year. The capacity of the boarding-schools now 
in existence, including Carlisle, Hampton, and 
Forest Grove, is 5.025, and the capacity of the day 
schools 4,000, making atotal of 9,025. The capa- 
city of boarding and day schools, old and new, is 
about 11,000 persons. The expense per capita for 
educating the Indian youths ought not to exceed 
$200. The idea of placing at least one-half of the 
Indian children in labor schools is again 
recommended. The total expense of the Indian 
service, it is stated, eannot be less than 
$5,500,000 annually, and such expense must in- 
crease instead of diminishing if tne Indian is not 
made to do something toward supporting himself. 
Many of the Indian treaties contain provisions for 
the support of a school for every 30 children. The 
amount of money appropriated by the Government 
up to June 30, 1884, to fulfill the educational pro- 
vulobe of the treaties with various Indian tribos 
was $3,759,400. Of tunis amount $503,000 represents 
school buildings at $1,000 each. The report states 
that many of the Indian agencies are without law 
of any kind, and the necessity for some rule of 
government on the reservations grows more and 
mote apparent each day. With reference to the 
titles of the lands given to Indians, the Secretar 
recommends the passage of a law giving to eac 
tribe_a patent for the land the Government has 
guaranteed to it, leaving the Indians to determine 
the question of allotment for themselves. One 
great difficulty in keeping the Indians*on their 
reservations and the whites off is the uncertainty 
of the boundary lines. The exterior of all the reser- 
vations should be surveyed and plainly marked, so 
that neither Indians nur whites would have diff- 
culty in determining the boundaries. 

Secretary Teller calls attention to the fact that 
the report of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office shows that the disposal of public lands 
under all acts of Congress aggregates 19,430,032 
acres, of which 339,235 acres were Indian lands. 
The total cash receipts in connection with the dis- 
posal of the public Jands amounted to $11,713,- 
#83870, of which $625,404 27 was on account of jthe 
saie of Indian lands. The increase in receipts for 
the year 188 over 1882 was $%.319.367. The Increase 
in the number of claims recorded in 1883 was 55,- 
548 over the number recorded in 1882, and the num- 
ber of entries approved during the year for,patent- 
ing under varieus laws, was 53,847, an increase of 
26,239 over 1882. The attention of the department 
has been called to the frequent frauds committed 
by persons securing lands under existing settle- 
ment laws, without a compliance therewith. In 
many cases there 1s not even an attempt to comply 
with the laws. 

The report of the Commissioner of Pensions 
shows that at the close of the Jast fiscal year there 
were 303,658 pensioners, classified as follows: Ar- 
my invalids, 198,648; army widows, minor children, 
aud dependent relatives, 74,374; uavy invalids, 
2.468; pavy widows, minor children, and depend- 
eut relatives, 1,907: survivors of the warof 1812, 
4,831; widows of those who served in the war of 
1812, 21,336. During the year the names of 38,162 
pensioners were added to the roll, and the names 
of 20,997 were dropped for various causes. The 
average annual value of each pension at the close 
of the last year was $106 14, and the aggregate 
value of all pensions was $32.245,192 43, an in- 
crease of nearly $3,000,000 over the previous year. 

The Commissioner of Railroads reports the in- 
debtedness of the several subsidized railroads to 
the United States on June 30. 1883, to be as follows:

MAJOR NICKERSON’S TWO WIVES. 
HE DENIKS HIS FIRST WIFE’B STORY AND 

CHARGES HER WITH INFIDELITY. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Major A. H. Nick- 
erson filed his answer to-day in the suit for divorce 
brought by Emma C.D. Nickerson, his first wife 
He makes a general denial of Mrs. Nickerson's 
allegations, and says that instead of being an 
affectionate and faithful wife previous to July, 
1880, when she left this country, she had been most 
unkind, and, he had reason to believe, had be- 
stowed her affections upon another man. In the 


Spring of 1878, while living in Omaha, he says he 
unexpectedly returned to bis house one night about 
10:20 or 11 o’cloek, and noticed that, al- 
though the front parior was lighted, there did 
not seem to be any ove there, Starting to go up 
stairs be saw through the doorway opening into 
the front parlor a gentleman dart quickly from 
the moonlighted back parlor into the front, and, 
picking up a book, seat himself abruptly by the 
drop-light. Directly afterward Mrs. Nickerson 
came from the moonlighted room to the front 
room and thence passed to the hall, where she saw 
the defendant, who proceeded up stairs to his 
room without epeanton to her, The gentleman im- 
mediately left the house. In the interview that fol- 
lowed between husband and wife she attempted to 
justify the singular appearances by saying that 
she was teaching the gentlemanto waltz. This 
oocurrence gave rise tosuch unpleasant relations 
that she took their little daughter and went to 
California, where she remained unt!l August, 1878, 
when the defendanttook herto Fort Vancouver, 
Washington Territory. In March, 1879, they came 
to this city, and in the Fall of that year he separ- 
ated from her, occupying separate apartments un- 
til the July following. He denies that he has lived 
with her since the Fall of 1879. A vear after his ar- 
rivalin this city a disagreement arose between 
them, in consequence of which she said she would 
leave him forever and goto Germany, taking the 
little daughter, whom she would support and 
educate for a monthly compensation of not less 
than $100. He offered to do the best he could for 
her, and wished to serve out his term of duty 
without any publicity being given to the fact of 
their separation. Upon that, Mrs. Nickerson gave 
out that she was going abroad for her healthand 
to educate her daughter, a statement to which the 
Major assented. In the Winter of 1881-2, he says, 
he determined to apply for divorce, on the ground 
ot desertion, one of the reasons prompting him to 
this being that he had received a Jetterfrom an 
old servant giving information that confirmed the 
statement tbat her marriage with him had 
been one of convenience, and that. six 
months before the marriage, she had been de- 
votedly attached to a married man. He recites the 
well-known faets concerning bis Philadelphia di- 
yoree and marriage with Miss Carter, and denies 
the charge of adultery. He declares that thecharge 
that he and Miss Carter lived together prior to 
their marriage or after the divorce was annulled is 
maliciously false. He had little to do, he says, 
with the proceedings in Philadelphia, and as it was

LICENSES REFUSED 10 MUSEUMS. 


ATTRACTIONS AT BOWERY RESORTS OF 


“‘HIGHLY RESPECTABLE’’ PEOPLE. 

The investigation of the charges preferred 
against Bowery and Chatham-street museums by 
Elbridge T. Gerry was continued yesterday by 
Mayor Edson. On statements presented the Mayor 
refused to renew the license of the Bowery Gar- 
den, at Nos, 118 and 11844 Bowery. The hearing in 
the charges against the new American Museum, at 
No. 190 Chatham-stredt, and the New-York Muse- 
um, ut No. 210 Bowery, was postponed until Mon- 


day. In the case of the Globe Museum, at No. 298 
Bowery, agents of Mr. Gerry's society charged 
that a girl 10 years old was employed there to play 
the concertina. It was also charged that a 
girl 15 years old had been decoyed into the 
place, and from it had been lea to a house of 
prostitution. Mr. Campbell, the manager of the 
museum, explained that the concertina performer 
was the daughter of the blind piano player, and 
that her salary was of great help tothe family. He 
disavowed responsibility for the fate of the other 
girl referred to, saying that the management could 
not be responsible for the morals of its visitors so 
long as they conducted themselves with becoming 
decorum while ir the museum, The season opened 
on Sept. 15, and, as attractions, a number of young 
ladies appeared on the stage in highly fashionable 
male attire, and were known as *‘the lady dudes.”

After Judge Benedict had passed sentence in the 
United States Court on the culprit last Wednes- 
day, one of Henry's friends passed him a penanife, 
which he concealed in his shoe. He was searched 
when he was taken back to the jail, but his shoes 
were not taken off, Yesterday morning when he 
was brought his breakfast, the tierman tound him 
lying on his bed with histhroat cut. Dr. Shepard, 
who was hastily summoned, found that Henry had 
cut quite along, but not very dangerous, gash in 
the lower partof histhroat. The wounded man 
was taken tothe City Hospital and will probably 
recover. 

After the wound had been dressed Henry said 
he was sorry he had failed in his attempt. He de- 
clared that he had never done a dishonorable act 
in his life; that he was innocent of the charge of 
which he had been convicted, and that he would 
kill himself sooner than serve two years in prison. 
Henry will be carefully watched unti! he has sufii- 
ciently recovered to be taken to Auburn.

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WHY THE EX-SPEAKER WILL NOT 
DECLINE A RENOMINATION. 
DEFENDING HIS COURSE IN THE CHAIR AND 

ATTACKING THE NEWSPAPERS FOR 
THEIR FALSEHOODS CONCERNING HIM.

Hon, J. Warren Keifer, Springfield, Vhto: 

DEAR Sir: I write to ask of you a sacrifice in the in- 
tereat of the party, and, therefore, as you and | think, 
in the interest of the country. 1 have not the honor 
of your acquaintance, which is one of the reasons 
why it was considered proper that I should be the one 
to make the suggestion; for nelther you nor any one 
else can suspect that,it is consciously or unconscious- 
ly the prompting of personal feeling. Another reason 
is thatl represent the Republican Party in a state 
where it is homogeneous, so that neither you 
nor any one else can aay, “He speaks for 
the haif-breeds only, or only for the Sialwarts.”

I think I donot mistage the situa- 
tion of our politics when I say that the only thing we 
absolutely need for success besides a good candidate 
is united action in the party, Such united action 
can | é@ attained; but, after the rude disagreements of 
the last two or three years, only by mutual, full, and 
fr endly concessions.

have aitracted personal hostility to themselves. As 


Speaker of the last House you could scarcely avoid 
aoing this, You made strong and devoted friends, but 
you made also determined enemies.

My Dear Sir: Your favorof the 17th inst. is just at 
hand. [ note the very kindly spirit in which you 
write, and [assure you I appreciate your frankness 
in writing, and if it turns out that I cannot do what 
you so kindly ask me to do, it will not be Decause I 
would not like to accept and act on your judgment. 

Without firat seeing personal friends, members of 
the House, who may feel that it would be as mucha 
refiection on them as on myself for me to decline to 
accept, if offered, the complimentary vote for Speaker 
at the organization of the Forty-eighth Congress, [ 
cannot decide the matter. 

There is no sacrifice I would not make for the good 
of the Republican Party, but the question remains: 
Would a sacrifice on my part do the party any good ? 
Would it not only give the viclous persons who have 
80 falsely and maliciously assailed me a chance to as- 
sume that I confess that I aid wrong, and the Re pub- 
licans in the last Congress did wrong and failed in 
pointof duty, &c.? My withdrawal might be inter- 
preted as an open confession of all this and more. 

The last Congress accomplished more than any other 
that ever met in the way of legislation touching the 
moral and material interests of the country. It passed 
a@ just apportionment bill, which tne preceding Demo- 
cratic Congress failed to pass. It passed the first act 
Gireotly affecting polygamy. lt passed the first 3 per 
cent. funding act. It enacted a law extending na- 
tional bank charters. It passed a law regulatin 
Chinese immigration. It passed a mereiful ac 
for the protection of emigrants at sea, and an- 
other for their care and relief on landing. It revised 
the tariff laws. It passed many acts relating to pubite 
lands, &c, It wasa working Congress and gave atten- 
tion to business matters. The House dealt witt elec- 
tion frauds in electioncases. I was in the chair every 
business day (save two) through the two sessions. [ 
shirked no responsibility. and no parliamentary deci- 
sion of mine was overruled by the House, though it 
was hearly evenly divided politically. No legislation 
was delayed on my account, but when believed wise 
legislation it was facilitated by me. During the ses- 
sions of the Forty-seventh Congress the ques- 
tion of half-breed or Stalwart never arose amiong 
members. No such division existed in the House. 
The organization of the committees, for which alone 
Iam responsible, shows that no such division was rec- 
ognized. Judge Kelley, whose tendencies are and have 
long been strongly independent, but Republican, was 
(and I claim wisely) made Chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, Mr. Hiscock (said to have been 
a half-breed) was made Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, in which place he was faithful and 
efficient. Mr, Reed, of Maine. a man of marked ability 
ana learning asa lawyer and a wise statesman, was 
put at the head of the Judiciary. Mr. Harris, of Massa- 
chusetts, a man eminently qualified by experience 
and learning, was made Chairman of the Naval Coin- 
mittee, &g. I cannot go over the list now. 

One of the tnings that secured my election as Speak- 
er was that I was not a haif-breed or a Staiwart He- 

ublican, as divisions were made in New-York. buta 

epublican who never recognized any alvidin 
point in the party. I was supported by the dev oted 
and warmest friends of the late President Garfield, 
and by others generally from the West and South, and 
by stiilothers from the Kast who would not recog- 
nize party division, Iclaim credit for preventing and 
avoiding party divisions in the last House. 

You speak of “ wide disagreements of the last two 
or three years” in the party. I deny that any such 
diasgreements existed in the last House, or thatI am 
in. any degree responsible for divisions anywhere. 
You speak of those who “ bave attracted personal hos- 
tility tothemselves.” There may be some of the ola 
members who did not enthuse over my course, or who 
did not like me personally, but Ido not now recall 
any one who showed hostility to me either by word or 
act, save possibly Mr. Orth. If there were such they 
did not make it known. I now recall no special hos- 
tility to myself from any person or persons, save from 
thase not members, who first tried to use me In their 
own interests or for corrupt purposes. I could give 
Ate marked instances, with the proofs to sustain 
them. 

My silence may have led you and many other honest, 
true men to believe many of the false charges pub- 
lished of and about me. They say I bargained Chair- 
manships of committees for eippers for Speaker. 
This is absolutely false. No member of the last Con- 
gress can or will say 1 promised him anything 
for his support. That worthy and qualified 
friends of miine were recognizea by me vol- 
untarily in conetituting committees is true. 
That any intentional injustice was done to 
any one who oppesed me for Speaker is false. In the 
discharge of duty as Speaker I may have, in a few in- 
stances, been too harsh or arbitrary for my own popu- 
larity, and possibly, in rare instances, in the hurry of 
matters 1 may have been unjust. I am proud to say 
that no Speaker ever had as steady and harmonious 
support from his party friends on the floor as | had. 
They recognized the fact that! took responsibilities 
fearlessly and successfully, and that I never asked 
another or others to bear my burdens, and was 
always willing to help bear those of others. 

I wish I knew you personally and intimately. I 
have faith that you would be one of my warmest 
frienda, though you might see in me faults tocondone 
from time to time, If | were made aware that any 
considerable minority of the members of the next 
House who are acquainted with me and my course as 
Speaker desired mé to stand aside | woul cheerfully 
doso. Your letter is the only one that hints at sucha 
desire. I have not initiated a correspondence or 
opened a conversation with any member or 
other person on the subject. A number of 
both old and new members, inspired by some 
recent attacks ‘in the press, have written me 
saying In various forms of words not to decline the 
“empty honor.” ‘They say it would not only be a re- 
flection on me but on the party. A letter which came 
in the same mail with yours from a prominent mem- 
ber in the East who never wrote me before or spoke 
to me on the subject, and who did not support me 
for Speaker two years ago, contains this language: 
*I will now say no work shotild be left undone to se- 
cure you the nomination of the Republican members 
for Speaker. In your case it will be a just vindieation 
awainst the foolish and faise things printed.” 1 have 
answered but one letter before receiving yours from 
any member on the subject. I have taken no interest 
in it thus far and I think I shall not in the future. 

I have not yet learned that any member was op- 
posed to me for the compliment, though there may 
be many. Have you any data as tothe feelings of 
members which you could giveme? lam bound to 
presume that you have been influenced by the vile 
stull pressed out by a section of t,e press in New- 
York City. Some of that press have honored me by 
its assauits and debased itself by its open faleehvors. 
I have been charged with complicity with men who 
never supported me for anything and with whom I 
never had any telations. Falling to control me in 
personal and sometimes corrupt matters, vindictive 
lies have been invented and publishea. I have the 
merit (in my own judgment) of being able to say 
“No” when iam asked to do what i believe to be 
wrong. I love, on the other hand, to go to any 6*x- 
tent to do any honest thing to please or accomme- 
date a friend. 

Allow me to say that I do not expect any personal 
sacrifices that can be made by any individual will 
help the Kepublican Party to success next year, even 
though they are made to please a dictatorial, vindic- 
tive and demoralizing, not to say a corrupt, press, 
unless the pen is taught that only by rair, honest 
treatment of men it can command the confidence of 
the public, The posing inthe rdle of reformers by 
some of the would-be Republican edisers has bred a 
disgust of the press by nearly all good people in the 
country. = 

But enough of this hasty writing. I hope to meet 
you In Washington next week, and there talk frankly 
and more fully to you about tne subject of this let- 
ter and other important matters. Meantime I shall be

SHOT AT THE DOOR OF HIS HOUSE. 


a 
A YOUNG ITALIAN KILLED BY A FELLOW- 
COUNTRYMAN IN REVENGE. 

Two Italians stood talking together yester- 
day morpving about 7 o’elock on the sidewalk oppo- 
site No. 1 President-street, Brooklyn. Both were 
young men, and while it was evident that the sub- 
jeet matter of their conversation moved them to 
earnestness of speech their tones were not loud, 
and no one of the many people hurrying along the 
street to Hamilton ferry imagined that the men 
were quarreling. Presently the younger of the 
two turned to enter the house. Tue other, asif he 
wished to add just another word, tapped him on 
the shoulder, and almost at the same instant a 
sharp report rang out on the clear morning 


air. Maggiorint Daghiro fell to the ground 
mortaliy wounded. Giuseppe Gudicl, his 
murderer, stood quietly regarding his yio- 
tim and made no attempt to escape. A mo- 
ment after the shot a window on the top flo: r was 
raised and an Italian girl looked out into the 
street. One quick glance below showed the 
young wife her husband, who a few min- 
utes before had left her in perfect health, 
lying in a pool of biood. She flew down 
the stairs, shrieking in terror as she ran, to 
the street. Crouching aown on the sidewalk. she 
tenderly lifted into her Jap the head of the wound- 
ed man and besought him to speak toher, The 
blood spattered over her hands as she tried, with 
nervous fingers, to unloese the dying man's shirt 
in order tbat he might breathe more freely, She 
looked round piteously and asked if some one 
would not help her to carry her hasband up stairs. 
But = — Poco v her nemeee in a moment 
sevmed afraid to put hands on the murder 

before the arrival of the police. oe 

In the meantime Officer O'Rourke, of the Elev- 
enth Precinct, who was stationed at Hamilton 
ferry, had heard of the shooting and came hurrty- 
ing up. A bystander pointed out Gudiei as the 
murderer, and the Italian, who stood apparentiy 
the Jeast interested spectator in the crowd, not 
half a dozen feet from where his vietim lay, ac- 
companied the officer guietly to the police station. 
By way of explanation of what he hud done Gudiei 
said to the officer as they walked along: “ Yes, I 
shot him; he said he’d make me swallow my re- 
volver, and I fired at him.” 

An ambulance was summoned to take the 
wounded man to the hospital, but he died before 
its arrival. The motive for the crime, as confessed 
by the murderer, was revenge. Both Daghiro and 
Gudioi were bakers, and they had been employed 
by a Mrs. Firucci, who keeps a bake-shop at 
No. 18 Union-street. Mrs. Firucci’s husband 
was recently sent to the Asylum for the In- 
sane at Flatbush, and Daghiro, although not 
quite 23 years of age, was given charge of 
theshop. Gudici, who is about 27 years of age, 
was recently discharged by Mrs. Firueci for 
drunkenness, and he accused Daghiro of having 
caused bis dismissal. It is said that to a nember 
of persons he threatened to be revenged on Da- 
ghiro, and on several occasions he remarked sig- 
nifieantly that the young foreman would not 
work very long for Mrs. Firucci. When Gudiet 
was paid off he is said to have divided his money 
into two parcels. One of these was, he said at the 
time, to buy liquor with and the other was to pur- 
chase a revolver. He purchased the revolver—a 
five-barreled Derringer—and yesterday morning, 
either aceidentally or by design, encountered Da- 
ghiro just outside the door of the tenement-house 
in which the latter resided. 

As Daghiro never spoke after he was shot, the 
only version of the conversation which took piace 
between the two ,mén obtainable is that 
gre by Gudici. The latter admits that 

e accused Daghiro of having caused nis dis- 
charge. He then asked the foreman for 
a small clock and $4 which he claimed to have lent 
Daghiro. The foreman denied the loan of the 
money but admitted that he had the clock. 
Daghiro went up stairs and asked his wife for the 
cloek. He had just returned from his night’s work, 
and Mrs. Daghiro was setting the table for break- 
fast. He told her that Gudici was down at 
the door, and promised to hurry back to 
breakfast after he had restored the clock 
to its owner. Mrs. Daghiro, off course, tells that 
part of thestory. When she next saw her hus- 
band he was lying on the sidewalk in a pool of his 
own blood. When Gudici got the clock the men 
had some further conversation about the work at 
the shop. As he was turning to go up to his bre+k- 
fast Daghiro said: ‘“‘I know you have a revolver 
there, but Icould make you swallow it.” Gudict 
then pulled the weavon from his pocket and fired, 
the ball entering Daghiro's right breast. 

James Fagan, of No. 187 Ninth-street, the only 
witness so far secured who aetually saw the shoot- 
ing, says that Gudici tapped Daghiro on the Shoul- 
der as the latter was abont to enter the hall of the 
house, and that when Daghiro turned round the 
shot was fired. Gudici, who is unmarried, lived at 
No. 20 Carroll-street. Daghiro was married about 
six months ago, and his wife is now but 19 years of 
age. After Gudici’s photograph had been taken 
for the Rogues’ Gallery at the Poliee Central Office, 
he was taken before Justice Bergen and commit- 
ted tu await the result of the Coroner’s inquest.

R&T. NICHOLAS SOCIETY MANAGERS. 
The St. Nicholas Society at its quarterly 
meeting at Delmonico’s last evening passed an im- 
portant amendment to tho constitution which pro- 
vided for the rotation in offies of the managers and 
stewards, There has been lately developed in the 


society astrong movement by the younger members 
against the conservative system of management 
which has fot many years rendered the board of 
officers a sort of close corporation, and has thrown 
the government entirely into the hands of the gray- 
headed members, who have been able to re-e6lect 
themselves year after year. The amendment pro- 
vides that the 12 managers elected at the next 
meeting for the eleetion of officers shall be divided 
into four classes. The first class will serve one 
year, the second two, the third three, and the 
fourth four years, and at each annual election én- 
suing there shall be elected three managers for the 
term of four years. The number of stewards is re- 
duced from seven to six, two of whom will go out 
of office each year in the same manner. No man- 
ager or steward will be eligible for re-election un- 
til one year after the expiration of a term of office.

BLOWITZ WITHTHE SULTAN 


YILDIZ KIOSK VISITED. AND HIS 
MAJESTY TALKED WITH. 
SURROUNDINGS AND PERSONAL APPEARANCE 

OF THE EMPEROR—HIS VIEWS OF TURK- 


I8sH NEEDS—A CONSTITUTION, 
Extracts from a Letter by M. de Blowitz to the Lon- 
don 7imes, 

We reached the gates of Yildiz Kiosk. A 
sentinel advanced toward us. Philippi Effendi 
leaned toward him, whispered the word /radé, the 
sentinel respectfully drew back, and by an avenue 
which, after a hundred yards turns to the right, 
we entered byalowdoor Yildiz Kiosk. Philippi 
Effendi went off for a moment to ask Osman Bey, 
the Chief Chamberlain, to conduct us to the Mar- 
shal's room, and he ushered us thither. A cavedje 
brought us coffee and cigarettes, and we were 
asked to sitdown and wait. In 10 minutes the 
Chamberlain came to the door, bowed, and asked 
mé to follow him. We passed through two rooms, 
then through a broad passage cut in two by ared 
screen, through another room with the floor mat- 
ted, and tho Chamberlain then motioned me to 
stop. In a few moments the Chamberlain, who 
had stopped before an open door, motioned me to 
advance, and I confess to being taken absck on 
finding myself face to face with Abdul Hamid, who 
was standing before me. 

The Sultan wore the ensign of Marshal of the 
Army and the un!form of his body guard. He had 
blue trousers, with a double red stripe, fastened 
by a girdle, with patent leather boots with spurs 


tothem. His tunic bore the military medal pre! 


sented to him by his army. His cloak had ared 
lining and large gold buttons, ared fez was on his 
head, and a large sword in a red velvet sheath 
damascened with gold, the hilt ornamented with a 
gold tassel, just touched the floor. He advanced 
toward me and offered me his gloved hand—a 
white leather glove, like that worn by European 
officers in full dress, He invited me to take a chair, 
and sat down on a sofa covered with red damask 
with large blue flowers, leaned a little back ona 
cushion and motioned “to a Chamberiain standing 
at the door to enter, This Chamberlain was 
Raghid Bey, who by the Sultan's order took a 
chair alongside mine. On the left, between my 
chair and the sofa, was asmall gilt table with a 
malachite slab,on which were an onvx box of 
matches, a small oval ash tray, aiso onyx, and a 
cigarette stand of wrought silver. Raghib Bey 
wae about to act as interpreter. An interpreter, 
it is true, delays the flow of conversation, but this 
inconvenience is more than compensated. Witha 
personage like the Sultan you express yourself 
more easily to an interpreter who conveys if to 
bim than you would to himself. While he isan- 
swering, moreover, you can study his countenance, 
for you have not to listen to what he says, and you 
can consider what to say next—three advantages 
which I appreciated during the inter:iew. I could 
study at my ease Abdul Hamid's countenance. He 
is slightly over middle height, slim, and rather 
thin; his complexion dark, his trimmed beard 
black, short, and thick; his mouth resolute and 
melancholy, his nose a Turkish one, large, long, 
and bony; his eye dark, frank, and penetrating, 
looks of great depth when the light falls on it, 
His forehead is broad, of average height, slizhtly 
furrowed; the black hair below the fez is short, 
almost close cut. Abdul Hamid is 41 years of age, 
but looks older, chiefly from having lost one of his 
upper teeth. He speaks in a louder tone than 
Turks usually do, bis voice is sonorous, his enun- 
ciation distinct, and his sentences are long, but 
without hesitation. He rarely smiles, but his 
countenance easily assumes a friendly ex- 
pression, and he shows manifest satisfac- 
tion when his words—for he understands 
European languages—seem faithfully  trana- 
lated. I expected to have as_ interpreter 
Munir Bey, who usually officiates in such cases, 
but I afterward learned that it would have been 
rather awkward to make him interpreter in an in- 
terview which he was far from having facilitated. 
**t am happy,” J said, bowing, on the Sultan giving 
a sign to open the conversation, “not to leave 
Tarkey without having been allowed access to 
food Majesty, forafter all that I have seen and 

eard here 1am but speaking the literal truth in 
greeting you as this country’s greatest hope and 
tne most assured possible remedy for the manifold 
evils from which it is suffering.”’ 

**T am glad to see you and thank you for having 
judged with your own eyes a country which Is 
systematically ca'umniated in Europe without the 
pains being taken of really examining it. Iam 
encouraged in applying a remedy to the evils of 
this country by the high qualities of my subjects 
and by itsgreat resources, Those who assert that 
Tarkey is incurable willfully vilify it. It requires 
improvements in finance, justice, and administra- 
tion. I have already reformed the management of 
my civil list; my Government has not for some 
years raised a fresh loan, and I have settled by 
common consept the interest on the public debt. 
The floating debt is not as large as it is repre- 
sented, nevertheless it demands asolution so as not 
to be an increasing obstacle. It is wrong to repre- 
sent me as opposed to liberty. I am quite aware 
that a country should be up tothe level of the age, 
but the excess of u liberty of which the use is not 
known is as dangerous as its entire absence. A 
country on which is bestowed a liberty it does not 
know how to use islike a man presented witha 
gun which he cannot handle. He shoots hia father, 
mother, and brothers, and ends by shooting him- 
self. He must betrained to use liberty, and that 
is what I am endeavouringtodo. I have opened 
schools on a large scale, for education is the best 
preparation for liberty. I have also organized 
an administrative college, which has given good 
results, its pupils figure in the oivil service, and 
Raghib Bey by your side is one of them. You see 
that the idea of making men capable of aspiring to 
liberty and knowing how to use it does not terrify 
me. So, again, none of our evils are incurable, 
and we have 1n us qualities and forces which make 
us susceptible of an entire cure. We have not 
many friends, yet this must be a fino country, for 
there are so many who covet it, and whose entire 
policy eonsists in discrediting us, so that we may 
fail an easy prey.”” After a pause—* You were at 
the Bariin Congress ?"’ 

**Yes, your Majesty, and if you will allow me to 
say so, Turkey then committed one of her greatest 
Diunders. Sheshould have been represented by 
one of her leading men, whereat she was repre- 
sented by men undoubtedly devoted and well in- 
tentioned, but without weight, who trembled be- 
fore Prince Bismarck, and whom he reduced to 
silence by a mere look. Ido not know how that 
blunder came to be committed, but at Berlin 
everybody was struck by it, and thought the Turk- 
ish Government had sent plenipotentiaries of for- 
eign extraction in order that the eventual conse- 
quences might not fall on Mussulmans.” 

“Yes, you are right; I regretted it, and still re- 
gretit. I perceived it on seeing the adminission 
to the Congress of Greeks who were not entitled 
to be there, and on seeing that after such admis- 
sion my pienipotentiaries did not retire and pro- 
test. It is when nations have been defeated that 
they are especially bound tobe jealous of their 
dignity. But we were ata painful moment, the 
enemy was at our gates; we had not much reli- 
ance on the equity of Europe, and had not many 
friends. Few men cared to goto Berlin to faee 
the decisions of the Congress and put their signa- 
tures to the spollation treaty which we foresaw. 
Sacrifices were then imposed on me from which my 
heart stili bleeds. Do you think Bulgaria and Thes- 
saly are now happier than before their severance? 
But 1 will not dwell! on this, itexplains the blunder 
we committed, but does not excuse it.”’ 

**Your Majesty says you had not much reliance 
on the equity of Europe, but neither England nor 
France abandoned Turkey,and your Majesty has 
nothing to reproach them with.” 

“No: [ have never reckoned them among my 
enemies. We have always sought their friend- 
ship, and, despite all that has happened, we have 
never overlooked the necessity of it. Of late, un- 
fortunately, clouds have risen between them and 
us; but I hope that the chief cloud will be dis- 
pellea by a friendly understanding,” 

“ Your Majesty alludes tu Egypt and Tunis,” 

**VYes; [nave of late seen with satisfaction that 
England is disposed to proceed to an evacuation. 
Do you think she will soon resolve on it?” 

“T think, Sire, that England meditates a partial 
evacuation; but, though everybody is convinced 
she does not intend annexation or indefinite occu- 
pation, acoount must be taken of her political con- 
dition. Thereisin England a force difficult for 
foreigners to estimate—namely, public opinion. 
When the Engiish Government saw itself under 
the necessity of going alone to Egypt that force 
had to be stimulated to obtain its consent to a 
costly and dangerous expedition, and time must 
now be given tothe Government to bring pubiic 
opinion round to admit the opportuneness of evac- 
uvating Egypt. Apart from these two points, Eeypt 
and Tunis, France and England can now have no 
ill-will toward Turkev, and, had she not, like all 
suffering nations, become more distrustful than in 
better times, she would perceive that she may un- 
reservedly trust to their friendship." 

**Yes; but, meanwhile, they .do not scruple to 
infringe my rights, Thatisa zreat vexation for 
me, forIlam extremely anxious for their triend- 
ship, nor do I think that mine is to be disdained by 
eitherof them. We have various points of contact 
which a nation’s policy should take into serious 
account. Moreover, friendship between nations is 
displayed not merely by diplomatic acts, but by 
equitable judgment. My country is heedlessiy 
judged, and hence is calumniated. I attach value 
to the opinion of Europe, and I wish credence were 
not given merely to those who satirize us. You, 
who can make yourself heard, say this and testify 
that on impartially examining this countrya better 
impression is formed of it. lam told, too, that 
you have seen many people here, and, as you ure 
accustomed to observe, can you tell me what con- 
clusion you have drawn from what you haye 
seen?”’ 

“If your Majesty allows me to speak frankly,

‘** 1 quite understand what you have been saying. 
Iam happy to find that you do not share the 
opinion of those who think that this country can- 
not be regenerated. As to what you say of myself, 
Iconcur in your views and am quite resolved on 
gradually opening my hand, Tne difficulty Is to 
find the proper mean. When it was seen that this 
country could not endure a Constitution and a 
Chamber which did not represent the whole coun- 
try but only a part of it, people cameand talked to 
me of responsibilities. It was only another way 
of reviving a Constitution, andI refused. Those 
who talked of responsibilities aaw init a way of 
substituting their will for mine at the expense of 
others, and the great mass of the country would 
merely have had a change of masters. I am en- 
deavoring, therefore, as you have been saying, to 
prepare the country for the more independent 
part which it should play,and I have already 
altered many things which are not noticed abroad, 
but ere producing their effect at home.” 

Then, reverting persistently to his first idea, the 
Sultan said: ** Do you think the English will agree 
to the eurly evacuation of Egypt?” 

“TI have. already had the honor of answering 
your Majesty on this point; but I beg to remark 
that England isin Egypt against her will:, that

““Soscon. I regret your speedy departure, but 
I beg you to bear in mind that if you ever revisit 
Constantinople you must come to me the very day 
you arrive, You will explain that you come at my 
wish, that you desire to seo me by my orders, and 
I promise that I will receive you.

Remember that this nation, though 
containing causes of weakness, has also elements 
of great strength, and that I mean to heal the 
former and utilize the latter.” 

Abdul Hamid here rose, nnd there was at this 
moment something touching in his countenance. 
What he had heen saying I knew he sincerely felt, 
but, at the same time, he saw before him all the 
obstacles between his projects and their realiza- 
tion. He had been pleading, as it were, before a 
European journalist the cause ef his race and peo- 
ple, and there had perhaps been a struggie be- 
tween tne duty of the monarch and the pride of 
tne Caliph. but this had not lasted long. Abdul 
Hamid stood up, walked a few steps with 
me, took my hand, and held it some moments 
while uttering a few words. 

“ His Majesty thanks you for your visit, of 
which he will cherish an agreeable recollection,” 
said Raghib Bey, ‘‘and he asks you to accept this 
as a memento of the conversation.”” He handed 
me a box cuntaining the Insignia of the Second 
Class of the Medjidie, just as I had greeted Abdul 
Hamid for the Jast time on passing the threshold 
of the saloon where he had received me. I found 
my friends in the room where I had left them, 
somewhat surprised at my long absence.

HERR LASKER ON THE TARIFF. 


HE HOPES MR. CARLISLE WILL WIN THE 
SPEAKERSHIP. 

CrncInNaATI, Ohio, Nov. 30.—Herr Lasker 
arrived here to-day and will remain over to-mor- 
row. He is receiving a good deal of attention 
from German residents. He goes from here to 
Washington, where he will familiarize himself 
with the powers and methods of the American 
Congress. In an interview, he said the liberals of 
Germany are free traders. The adoption 
of a protective tariff has caused the trouble 
in German polities. Originally, he said, 
Germany was a free trade nation, but 
the remarkable prosperity of America under a 
protective tariff has influenced the Crown in adopt- 
ing asimilar system. Germany Is trying to per- 
evade the nations of Europe to adopt a protestive 


tariff against American imports. This course 
promises to bring about enmity between the ra- 
tions, not to the extent of war. Continuing, 
Herr Lesker said: “Well, wecan't tell what the 
result will be. The big importation of grain and 
meat from this country has frightened our peo- 
ple. They fear that it may damage their home 
commerce. Germany is even trying to make Eng- 
land adopt protection.” 

“You have noticed the tariff contest whieh is 
now going on in the fight for the Speakership of 
our Congress?’ asked the reporter. 

‘Yes, and I hope Carlisle will win. I see the 
Republicans want Randall, but he does not desire 
Republican aid. I don’t think Randall’s election 
best for either party. In Germany this contest is 
watched with much interest, as in fact all impor- 
tant American matters are. The interests of Ger- 
many and America are closely allied. You have a 
great population, and I fina everywhere that Ger- 
mans are respected and honored.” 

“*Is there any danger of war in Europe?” 

‘Not between Germany and France; both na- 
tions want peace. France can't afford a war. 
There is danger of war between Russia and Ger- 
man. Fach of those nations dislike tne other.”

A KENTUCKY WHISKY POOL. 

LOUISVILLE, Nov. 30.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Kentucky State Distillers’ Assooia- 
tion has called a meeting of all distillers at Lex- 
ington on Dec, 12 to forma pool for controlling 
the production of Kentucky whisky. There 
are over 200 distilleries in the State, 
which, dnring tho seasons of i881 and 
1882, produced 32,000,000 gallons per season, 
running to the full capacity. This production 
glutted the market and caused great despondercy 
and alarmamongthe producers. Theconsequence 
of the reaction was that in the season of 1883 only 
6.000,000 gallons were made. The committee say 
that the demand for Kentucky whisky is 12,- 
000,000 gallons annually, ard the intention is 
to pool all houses and limit the pruduction to 
that amount unless the demand increases. Any 
increase of production will be ordered by the com- 
mittee to meet the demand. Every distillery in 
the State will be pro rated,and not allowed to 
make more than the eapacity agreed upon. Sixty 
per cent. of all the distillers have agreed to the 
pool, including all the large houses, and even if the 
remainder refuse to enter, their united capacity is 
said to be so small as not to affect the operations 
of the pool.

THE WORCESTER DISASTER. 

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 30.—The injured 
by the acelident near North Worcester last Wednes 
day onthe Boston, Barry and Gardiner Railway 
are, with one or two exceptions, doing well. Mrs. 
A. G. Davis, of Rubbardston, and Mrs. Holland 
Marble, of Holden, are at the City Hospital, and 
their recovery is very doubtful. The cases of 
Mrs. H. A. Moore, of Petersham, and Mrs. H. 
Browning, of Hubbardston, are also considered 
very serious. 

There is no explanation of the accident. The 
track was recently laid with steel rails, and the 
car wasnew. At the point where the car went 
off, and for 40 feet beyond, the track was left in- 
tact. Beyond this the rails were displaced. There 
seems to have been no fault of the read or man- 
agement. The train had just left the station, and 
was not moving over 10 miles an hour. The ear 
went down the embankment 25 feet, rolled over 
once or more, but the running gear was not dis- 
placed in the least. Car-bullders and railroad men 
say it is incomprehensible that the car could have 
gone over in such a manner without tearing off 
the trucks,

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CANADIAN PROTECTIONISTS STATISTICS. 
From the Montreal Witness, Nov. 29. 
Protectionist journals are a good deal exer 
cised ever the statements put forth by agents of 
cotton mills. One of these agents stated the other 
day that tne value of the products of the cotton 
mills of Canada was $10,200,000 per annum, and 


that the value of the raw cotton amounted to 
$4,200,000. It was pointed out that the official 
trade returns issued by the Government showed 
that the imports of raw cotton were only of the 
value of $2,296,534, and the conclusion was drawn 
that the cotton agents overstated the value 
of the raw material in order to conceal 
extraordinarily high profits in the manufacture. 
The protectionist journals, unable to deny the 
probable truth of the trade returns, abandon the 
defense of the cotton agent and say that as his es- 
timate of the raw material {s so far astray his es- 
timate of the value of the product of the mills is 
also greatly overestimated. We would like to 
point out here that the estimated value ot the 
produot of the mills, as given by this cotton agent, 
is just $200,000 less than the approximate 
value of annual production for 1883, as 
given fn his return by the Secretary of the 
Board of Trade, which is placed at $10,400,- 
000. It would seem, therefore, that the cotton 
agent’s figures are borne out by those of the man- 
ufacturers themselves, always supposing that the 
cotton agent’s figures, which were published aub- 
sequently, were quite independent of those of the 
Board of Trade report. It seemsto us that the 
cotton manufacturers and agents both overesti- 
mated everything connected with the cotton manu- 
facture for the stke of glorifying the protection 
policy of the Government. Now that protection 
has brought down trouble upon all concerned in 
that branch of manufaeture the truth is coming 


out,

ITALIANS AT ASSAB. 
Rome Dispatch to the London Times. 

The bright anticipations that the future of 
the Italian station at Assab was secured, which 
were aroused by the news that caravans of camels, 
carrying 100,000f. worth of ivory and other prod- 
uce, were on their way there from the interior, 
have been considerably damped. According to the 
Fanfulla, the first caravan which arrived at the 
Bay of Assab. on Sept. 4, met no buyers, and 
the merchandise, after. many vain attempts 
had been made to sell it, had to be taken across 
to find a market at Aden. The Fanfulla says: 
“This isa bad beginning. If the same fate should 
await the second caravan, whieb will in a few days 
arrive at Assab laden with 90,000f. worth of prod- 
uce, the Abyssinians will be completely disén- 
chanted regarding Italian traders, and the line 
opened by Antonelli, via Shoa and Assab, may 
perhaps soon be closéd as useless. We donot wish 
to blame any one. We would not dare to accuse 
our merchants of want of initiative and enterprise: 
but what is needed isa direct and reguiar means 
of communication between the colony and Italy. 
Without this Assab can never be anything more 
than a tributary to Aden, and that certainly {s not 
the aim we should have in view."

Cricaao, Il., Nov. 80.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were rather less active to-day and very irregular, 
but averaged much stronger. There was s good de- 
mand all round, including many buying orders from 
outside, and less local disposition to sell. The city 
operators were really more decidedly inclined to 
the bear side than heretofore, though not 
a few expressed .doubts that tne boom 
would not last. Reports and ramors were 


thick, but they bad less of tho war tinge in them, and . 


private cable advices that people on the other side do 
not regard war as probable had considerable influence 
here. The bullish tone was chiefly based on crop 
considerations. Provistons were very uncertain, but 
atahigher range.

The shipping demand was quiet, outside points now 
competing for the trade, and exporterssaid that Eu- 
rope is not disposed to take our stuff at these 
prices, having a good many hogs at nome. It 
was also supposed that the monthly statemen@ 
will show a good deal more product on hand 
here than a year ago, and prominent operators 
said that the recent buige here threatens to be 
suicidal tothetrade. But they were not free sellers 
all the same, being afraia that the boom has not yet 
exhausted itself. On the afternoon call there was 
little change.

He is not distinguished for tact, nor |stute for the fear of punishment. This 


has he the experience in like positions 
which is desirable. But this inex- 
perience has its good side. He is in 
no way committed to the traditions of 
the office, and the traditions of the office are 
mostly bad. A District Attorney, in order 
to do any good, must look upon what has 
been done, not in all cases with hostility, 
but in all cases with a jealous vigilance. 
Nobody doubts Mr. Pecxuam’s integrity or 
that he has all the professional qualifications 
which the place requires. But that which 
makes the appointment most satisfac- 
tory is the evidence which it affords 
that the Governor has disregarded evil 
counsel and resisted evil counselors. It is 
plain that Mr. Peck am’s appointment has 
not been urged by the Police Commissioners, 
nor by the Excise Commissioners, nor by 
My. Jonn Kexry, Mr. Owen GroGHEcGan, 
or Mr. Wiixram McGtory. In a word, 
the new District Attorney has not “fixed 
things with the boys’’ before his appoint- 
ment, and there is, therefore, reasonable 
ground for hope that he will fix things in a 
manner which will not suit the boys, and 
which, therefore, will suit respectable citi- 
zens. 


The mysterious BENNETT who was an 
accomplice with CARROLL in carrying out 
the frauds in the Controller’s office remains 
undiscovered. The man Enos, who was 
arrested over a week ago, proves not to be 
the long-sought-for culprit. The ease with 
which criminals nowadays escape detection 
suggests a decline of detective skill or an in- 
crease in the facilities for escape from the 
hand of justice. The proverb concerning 
the certainty of the hand and the swiftness 


principle could be applied in bankruptcy 
by refusing a discharge toany insolvent, with 
or without the consent of the creditors, 
who could not pay at least 50 per cent. of 
his debts or could not show by affirmative 
proof that his inability to do so was due to 
no fault of hisown. For this purpose the 
law might very properly require that any 
insolvent seekinga discharge should present 
certain books duly authenticated, showing 
that the insolvent had employed his capital 
in legitimate trade; that he had not drawn 
out of his business for any purpose amounts 
disproportionate to his ascertained income 
or to his obligations; that he had kept him- 
self accurately informed as to the condition 
of his affairs; that he had not increased 
his indebtedness when it was evi- 
dent that he was unable to meet 
it, and the examination as to these facts 
should extend over a reasonable period, say 
at least two years. None of these require- 
ments is unreasonable. Any man doing a 
sound business in an honest fashion could 
comply with allof them. Nor are they in- 
quisitorial. They are to be enforced only 
when a debtor asks the State to annul 
contracts which it is the first and most 
imperative duty of the State to protect 
and carry out. They are, moreover, the 
least that the State has any right to demand. 
It is contrary to public policy that the law 
should overlook dishonesty even in the form 
of imprudence or extravagance on the part 
of aman in debt. The law should assume 
that every man can pay his debts. If he 
can not, and asks the law to release him 
from their obligation, the least that the law 
can do is to compel him to prove, in a con- 
clusive manner, that his incapacity to pay

REVISING THE SENATE’S RULES. 


The United States Senate’s Committee on 
Rules is at last making progress in its re- 
vision of the code by which the Senate’s 
proceedings have been governed. Some of 
the changes already agreed upon deserve 
hearty commendation. A great deal of val- 
uable time is consumed in every session by 
the consideration of private claims. It is 
proposed that hereafter it shall be in order, 
when such aclaim is under consideration, 
to move that it shall be sent to the Court 
of Claims, provision having been made 
for such a transfer by a law enacted 
by the last Congress. The adoption of this 
rule will give the Senate more time for the 
discussion of subjects of national impor- 
tance. Another proposed rule will, if adopt- 
ed, secure the consideration of a greater 
number of cases on the calendar and save 
the time heretofore spent in long wrangles 
by the advocates of specified measures, each 
fighting to get his bill before the Senate in 
advance of all others., Thousands of bills 
reported by committees have died on the 
calendars at the end of each Congress be- 
cause the calendars, were thrust aside by 
measures to which precedence had been 
given by special orders, 

The Senate has had no rule under which 
debate could be stopped by calling the ‘‘ pre- 
vious question,’’ and although it was said 
some months ago that this committee wouid 
report such a rule, it now appears that it 
will not. With no means of limiting discus- 
sion, except by unanimous consent, the de- 
bates of the Senate have sometimes been 
long drawn out and very tiresome, yet it can 
be said that unlimited discussion in that 
body has served as a safeguard which it 
would be unwise to throw away. In the 
House, on the other hand, it would be diffi- 
cult to transact business if it were impossi- 
ble to fix a limit. 

The Committee on Commerce ought to be 
relieved of work upon the River and Harbor 
bill, because there is always an abundance 
of other important work to engage its atten- 
tion. This other work has been neglected, 
while weeks have been spent in dividing 
the river and harbor money. It is pro- 
posed that there shall be a Com- 
mittee on Internal Improvements, be- 
fore which the log-rolling bill shall 
be laid, and such a committee is needed. If 
the revision shall be approved, the birth of 
this committee will be followed by the death 
of the venerable Committee on Revolution- 
ary Claims, which ought to have been abol- 
ished long ago, for the very good reason that 
it has existed solely for the convenience of 
its Chairman, who, by virtue of his office, 
came into possession of a committee-room 
and secured the services of a clerk. 


THE ELECTRIC WIRE NUISANOE. 


Three firemen’ were stunned, while the 
fire in the Bowery was raging on Thursday 
night, by a shock received from stepping on 
the wire of an electric light. A stronger 
battery would have killed them. As it was, 
they were only disabled from duty for half 
an hour or so at a time when their services 
were especially needed. 

It was evident to whoever watched the 
firemen at work that the wires of various 
kinds which are strung along the streets are 
serious impediments to fighting fire. They 
are actually and physically very much in the 
way, whether they are in their places or 
have been pulled down, and now that so 
many accidents have happened, they exer- 
cise a moral effect upon the firemen which 
is more injurious than the mere obstruction. 
A fireman enlists to encounter the perils of 
fire, but he does not assume the risk of being 
killed by a shock of electricity whenever he 
has occasion to handle the wire of an elec- 
tric light, and he will feel his way very gin- 
gerly when he knows that he is running that 
risk. 

It seems that the owners of all these wires, 
excepting only the telegraph wires, are mere 
trespassers in the streets, and have no rights 
whatever. They do not show the least dis- 
position, however, to abate the nuisance 
which they cause. Every householder to 
whose premises these wires are attached 
has the right to remove them, and perhaps 
this is the only way of bringing the peo- 
ple who own them to their senses. In 
fact, this method might be used with 
equal force to put a pressure upon the 
telegraph companies. During the recent 
strike one of the linemen told what risks 
they ran in trespassing upon the house-tops 
of people in order to string wires and 
to erect structures to carry wires. If 
every householder upon whose roof these 
people have trespassed would notify the 
company to remove the wires, or failing 
that would himself remove them, the com- 
panies would very soon see their way to 
putting the wires under ground, which they 
will never do so long as their trespasses on 
public and private property are tolerated. 

The unsightliness of the poles and wires 
is really an important consideration, though 
most New-Yorkers are so hardened to it 
that they do not notice it. But, in order to 

notice it, it is only necessary to compare any 
photograph of the street architecture of 
New-York, in which these erections are in- 
trusive and offensive in proportion to 
the merit of the architecture, with 
a like photograph taken in any city

SONATE ES 
REMORSE. 

There have been several frightful murders 
within the last fortnight, and, as might have 
been expected, much has been said of the tor- 
ments of remorse which the murderers must 
now besuffering. In point of fact murderers 
rarely show the slightest evidence of fe- 
morse. Good men suffer from remorse, but 
murderers, as a rule, do not know what it 
means. 

A good man who neglects an opportunity 
to do good frequently suffers all his life-time 
with remorse. Mr. R. B. Hayes is probabiy 
the best man now living, and yet he is said 
to be a prey to remorse. It will be remem- 
bered that when he gave dinners to members 
of the diplomatic corps in the White House 
he gave them nothing but water to drink. 
It has since been suggested to him that he 
might have permitted them to bring their 
own wine, and charged them corkage, thus 
enabling them to enjoy themselves, and at 
the same time to contribute to the necessi- 
ties of a worthy man. The neglect of this 
opportunity can never be rectified, and ac- 
cordingly remorse preys upon the noblest 
and best of the sons of the Republic. 

While the good thus suffer, the wretch 
who commits a murder or who practices on 
the cornet sleeps soundly and enjoys peace 
of mind. He either is absolutely without a 
conscience or he convinces himself that his 
crime was a positive virtue. To suppose 
that if he be brought into the presence of 
the corpse of his victim he will show signs 
of remorse which will betray him is as idle 
as the superstition that the corpse will bleed 
when touched by the murderer. The men 
who are hanged for murder regret that they 
have been condemned, but they rarely give 
the least evidence that the remembrance of 
their crimes troubles them. 


METEORIO DISORDER. 


There is evidently something wrong either 
in the atmosphere or the interstellar spaces, 
or both. On Thanksgiving night a Tribune 
reporter saw a large comet coming directly 
at the earth. It was first seen at 11:30 in 
the evening and was then situated very near 
the zenith. In the opinion of the reporter, 
its disk was nearly as large as that of the 
sun, and when it was brought into line with 
a convenient lamp-post it was seen to have 
a rapid motion toward the earth. It in- 
creased in brightness until 12 o’clock, de- 
veloped a distinct tail, and then, changing 
its course, receded until, at 1:15, it became 
invisible. Greatly overcome by this amazing 
spectacle, the reporter nevertheless ven- 
tured to leave his lamp-post and to write 
an exclusive account of the comet for the 
benefit of ‘‘the best class of readers.’’ To 
doubt this story would be unkind, and we 
may therefore assume that had it not been 
for the watchfulness of the reporter the com- 
et would have struck the earth at about 2:20 
A. M., with consequences that any one may 
imagine. 

This is not the only evidence of disorderly 
conduct on the part of heavenly bodies. For 
several nights last past the western sky has 
exhibited after sunset a peculiar fiery ap- 
pearance, which seemed both uncalled for 
and inexplicable. An astronomer has now 
discovered, according to his own account, 
the origin of this phenomenon. He says that 
the earth is passing through a cloud of me- 
teoric dust, and that the rays of the setting 
sun, striking upon this dust, illuminate it, 
and produce the fiery appearance which has 
attracted so much attention. 

‘here are good reasons for believing that 
this theory is true. During the last ten days 
an enthusiastic canoeist of this City has re- 
peatedly varnished the deck of his canoe 
without succeeding in producing a smooth 
surface. No matter how carefully the deck 
may be dusted before the varnish is used, 
and no matter with what care the varnish is 
laid on, the deck when dry is found to be 
extremely rough. Millions of particles of 
dust appear to be imbedded in the varnish, 
and the canoeist has been unable to account 
for their presence. This is evidently the 
work of meteoric dust. Penetrating through 
closed doors and windows, as is the habit of 
this dust, it settles upon freshly varnished 
objects, and threatens to seriously affect the 
future of canoeing. 

i Passengers traveling by rail have recently 
noticed that the cars are exceedingly dusty. 
There has been no Jack of rain, and there is 
no apparent reason for this excess of dust. 
The meteoric theory explains the phenom- 
enon in the most conclusive way. ‘The rush 
of the trains through the air creates a cur- 
rent which draws the meteoric dust into the 
cars and covers the coats of men and the 
dresses of women with dust of no earthly 
origin. These are but two instances of the 
presence and action of meteoric dust. Many 
others could doybtless be found by any in- 
telligent person anxious to support a theory. 

Since the announcement that the earth is 
passing through a cloud of meteoric dust, 
the enthusiastic canoeist above mentioned 
has made a thorough analysis of the dust 
found on the deck of his canoe. He finds 
that it consists chiefly of grains of silicious 
matter, mingled with cigar ashes and bits of 
woolen yarn, with a trace of Lone Jack to- 
bacco. Most, if not all, of these substances 
would reflect light were they exposed to the 
rays of the setting sun, and their presence in 
large quantities in the atmosphere renders 
the meteoric explanation of the fiery appear- 
ance of the heavens entirely satisfactory. 

As to the danger to which we are exposed 
by a wild and evidently vicious comet the 
story told by the Zridune reporter affords 
alarming evidence. Nothing but vigilance 
will save us. If the reporter will cling to 
his lamp-post and courageously cry ‘‘ Shoo! ”’

“ HARPER’S” ACHIEVEMENT. 

The approach of anew year and the con- 
summate excellence of this month’s issue make 
proper and agreeable at this time a few words 
concerning Harper’s Magazine, the prospectus of 
which for 1884 lies beforeus.

MME. GERSTER IN “I PURITANI.” 

Bellini’s last, and in many respects strong- 
est, work, *‘ I Puaritani,”’ was given at the Academy 
of Music for the first time last evening. The music 
of this opera is familiar to every one and has un- 
doubted merits of a high order. There is the 
usual vein of rich melody which never deserted 
Bellini, and some numbers abound in dramatic 
strength. The performance last evening was one 
of the best that has been given at the Academy 
this season. It was surcharged witn life 
and spirit, and there was ample evidence that 
the singers were interested in theirlabors, Mme. 
Gerster’s Elvira was a most picturesaue achieve- 
ment. She entered into the soul of the character 
with the appreciation of an artiste, and her con- 
ception was just, noble, and symmetrical. She 
carried out her ideas with a certainty and direot- 
ness of purpose wholly admirable. Every touch 
of by-play, every fleeting change of facial expres- 
sion, was made subservient to the central thought, 
and the result was a finely rounded finish. Vocally, 
itis hardly necessary to say, the artiste’s werk 
was brilliant in the extreme. To the 
simple and touching melodies, which s0 
well express the unhappiness of the distracted 
heroine, she brought a rarely unaffected manner, 
under which ran a deep stream of emotion, In 
the swifter movements of the rippling ornamenta- 
tion she skimmed over the notes with ease and 
finish. Kvenin those passages which so often de- 
generate into cold exhibitions of mechanical facil- 
ity, she never sank below the plane of emotion 
upon which her simpler music was sustained. 
In the mad scene of the second act 
she reached the height of her emotional 
work, although the last act was performed 
in superb style. Her “Son vergin vezzosa” 
was beautifully sung and was greeted with long- 
continued applause. In the ‘*Vien, diletto” she 
exhibited all those graces and accomplishments of 
vocalization which have given her the high reputa- 
tion she enjoys, and she was recalled a number of 
times. Signor Vicini, as Arturo, sang unusually 
well. His voice was in better condition than it nas 
been of late, and, knowing this, he aid not spare 
himself, but was forcible throughout the evening. 
In the long duet with Elvira in the last act he sang 
with much power, and his ringing high notes 
gained him an abundanoe of applause. Signor Ga- 
lassi, as Riecardo, was intensely dramatic and 
sang his musicin his atcustomed virile manner. 
Signor Cherubini’s Sir George was probably the 
best work he has done here. He was manly in ao- 
tion and tasteful in singing. In the grand duo, 
“Suoni la tromba,” with Signor Galassi, he sang 
with great spirit, and the two artists were vocifer- 
ously called before the eurtain. The remainder of 
the east was acceptable, The chorus was good 
and the orchestra excellent.

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THE ELEVATED TRAOK. 


AN ENGINE AND TWO CARS NEARLY FALL 
INTO THE STREET. 

There was a very narrow escape from what 
might easily have proved a fatal and serious acci- 
dent to one of the shuttle trains on the spur track 
of the elevated road between the City Halland 
Chatham-square stations yesterday morning. A 
train consisting of two oars, Nos. 203 and 255, 
drawn by Engine No. 29, left the station at the 
foot of the bridge at Chatham-square at 11:30. 
There were about 30 passengers, including six 
ladies, in the cars. The engine was in the rear 
pushing the cars. The train was to run over the 


switch to the west track for its down trip. 
This switch is about 150 south of the station. The 
forward car made the switch all right, and the 
wheels of the forward truck of the rear car passed 
over safely. The wheels of the rear truck, how- 
ever, jumped the rail and the switoh-frog, and 
was thrown off the track where there is no guard- 
rail. This also threw the engine off the track on 
to the ties and flooring, 

There is a down grade at this point, and though 
the air-brakes were applied, the train was not 
stopped until! it had run down the rails a distance 
of about 30 feet. The car broke through the ties, 
and the wheels could plainly be seen from the 
sidewalk beneath. The trucks of the car 
rested on the guard-rail. The train was 
about 175 feet from the station when it 
came to a standstill. The ties and planks were 
badly cut and shivered by the derailed car and en- 
gine bumping over them. The only thing which 
prevented the engine from toppling over into the 
street was the fact that the coupler-link held and 
pulled it over toward the centre of the structure. 
The driving-wheels had cut off the heads of the 
bolts used in fastening the rails and woodwork 
as neatly as it could have been done with a 
chisel. The engine appeared to be considerabdly 
damaged, and the track and road-bed will need 
considerable repairing. So far as can be ascer- 
tained by the officers of the road the switeh was 
properly set, and the cause of the accident cannot 
be explained by them. 

The passengers in the train were considerably 
shaken up by the aecident, but no one was in- 
jured. Most of the passengers in noth cars were 
escorted back from the wreck to the station on the 
narrow foot-path on the struoture. Those in the 
forward car were not permitted to go back into 
the derailed car. This was because it was feared 
that a passage through the car might possibly top- 

le it over to the street below. When the car 
Jum ed the track women screamed, men caught 

old of the straps, and all were very much fright- 
ened. A gentleman who was on the train said he 
thonght the car was falling into the street, and 
that he would certainly be killed. When 
the extent of the aceident was ascertained, how- 
ever, and it was found that there was no 
immediate danger, the men assisted the employes 
in getting the ladies to a place of safety. Most of 
the passengers descended to the street and took 
horse cars down Chatham-street. The car which 
remained on the track was drawn to the City Hall 
station by another engine. The derailed car and 
engine were ‘‘jaeked"’ back on the tracks and 
travel was resumed after an hour's delay. Super- 
intendent Green informed a Times reporter that 
the damage would not exceed $50. As is usuai in 
such cases, no employe would give any informa- 
tion about the accident to newspaper reporters, in- 
structions having oeen given them to that effect as 
soon as the officials of the road arrived at tne spot. 

A large crowd gathered in Chatham-square, in 
Chatham-street, and in the vicinity, as soon as the 
news of the accident was noised about. People 
who were underneath the derailed train got away 
from their position as quickly as possible, for fear 
the train would topple over and crush them. Store- 
keepers and people who happened to be looking at 
the train at the time of the accident assert that the 
engine swayed back and forth two or three times, 
as if it would fallinto the street, before the rear 
truek of the ear broke through. Had it done so it 
would, in all probability, have dragged both ears 
into the street with it. 


SHOTS EXCHANGED IN A STREET. 


MR. DE WITT NOT ABLE TO DODGE ALL HIS 
OPPONENT'S BULLETS. 

Robert De Witt, of No. 420 Second-avenue, 
islyingin Bellevue Hospital with a pistol-shot 
wound in the left groin, inflicted by John Hughes, 
of No. 800 East Thirty-fourth-street. The affray 
in which De Witt obtained his wound was the end 
ofadispute which began ina low sporting-house 
at Woodside, Long Island, where Hughes and De 
Witt went to attend the Custy-Sweeny prize-fight. 
While in the bar-room of the hotel at Woodside, 
De Witt was drinking with some friends. Further 
down the bar was Hughes, or ‘*Corkey,”’ as he is 


called, because he wears a cork leg. De Witt 

asked ‘“*Corkey” to pass agiassof beer down to 

him, and Hughes replied by propounding the 
query, **‘ D—n you, ain’t yeu big and ugly enongh 
to get it yourself.” © Witt answered that 

Hughes was “always gassing and never known to 

do anything ”’ The words had hardly left De 

Witt’s mouth before Hughes seized the glass of 

beer and brought it down savagely on De Witt’s 

head.gashing the sealp horribly. While the wounded 
man was haif stunned from the effects of the blow, 

Hughes shoved the handle of the glass ;vhieh had 

broken, into his face, laying the left cheek open 

to the bone. De Witt, stunned and bleeding, was 
carried by his frienas into a cab, and after some 
delay, owing to the breaking down of the vehicle, 

a doctor was found and his wounds were dressed. 
De Witt and his party then came across the 

ferry, having been preceded by the Hughes crowd. 

Hughes was in Hussey’s saloon, a short distance 

from the Thirty-fourth-street ferry-house, drink- 

ing with a friend. when DeWitt came 
to the door with his head bandaged up. 

The bar-tender, suspecting some _ trouble 

from De Witt’s appearance, ordered Hughes 

and his friend outof thesaloon. They went out 
and met De Witt, and the latter at once began 
threatening dire vengeance for the treatment he 
had received. He kept backing away from Hughes 
until he haa placed about 60 feet between them. 

One of the two then fired a pistol, and six or seven 

shots were discharged. . A crowd immediately col- 

lected, and Officer Gallagher, of the Twenty-first 

Precinct, arrested Hughes and took him to the sta- 

tion. The prisoner was searched, but no re- 

volver was found on him. He had without 
doubt passed it to some one in the crowd 
just as the policeman appeared on the scene, 
as several people saw him with the smoking 
weapon in his hand. M. Toffler, who keeps a cigar 
store in front of which Hughes stood, says that he 
fired three shots. De Witt and his friends claim 
that he was unarmed, but Hughes asserts that 
Daniel McCourt handed a revolver to De Witt, anda 
that he (Hughes) was compelled to fire in self-de- 
fense. Hughes stood in front of Toffler’s cigar 
store, while his opponent, who was at least 50 feet 
away, was dodging back and forth among the sup- 
ports of the elevated railroad station and behind 

a fruit stand. Right back of Hughes stood the 

wooden figure of a turbaned Turk, and imbedded 

in the leg of the image isa bullet. The plate glass 

window of the cigar store was shatterea by a 

builet. 

De Witt’s wound was treated at the hospital yes- 
terday and the bail extracted by Dr. Fuller. He is 
in no immediate danger, but the wound in bis 
groin and thé gashes on his bead and face may re- 
sult fatally. Hughes was arraigned in the Yorkville 
Police Court yesterday morning, and was held 
without bail to await the result of De Witt's inju- 
ries. Hughes is a bar-tender and has a fair reputa- 
tion. De Witt has been under arrest several times.

RECEIVING THE FRENCH WORKING MEN. 
The French working men’s delegates, who 

arrived yesterday from Paris by the steam-ship St.

After leaving Boston they 
will visit the industrial centres of America and 
especially note the eondition of the American 
working classes. ‘*The old theory that in America 
gold can be picked up in the streets bas been ex- 
ploded in France,’ said M. Balin, one of the dele- 
gates.

DR. G. S. PFEIFFER. 

Dr. G. S. Pfeiffer, a distinguished physician 
of Camden, N. J., died late on Thursday night. 
He was born in Germany in 1806, and at an early 
age entered the Holland Navy. While eruising off 
Algiers in 1825 he was taken prisoner and kept in 
close confinement until 1830, when he was liber- 
ated and pressed Into the French service owing to 
his knowledge of surgery. Several years after- 
ward he returned to his native land and completed 
his studies under Baron Liebig and Von Ritger. 
He then married and shortly afterward came to 
this country and lived in Philadelphia until the 
year 1854. During the civil war he entered the 


service as a surgeon, where he contracted 
the disease which was the immediate 
cause of his death, He was a member 
of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, No. 51, 
Lodge of Freemasons, and Surgeon of Post 5, G, 
A. R., of Camden. President Tyler, under the ad- 
vice of John C. Calhoun, asked Dr. Pfeiffer to rep- 
resent this country in Africa, but he declined on 
account of his health. He was a scientific man 
and spoke seven different languages fluently. He 
also published several books on the various pro- 
ductions and manufactures of this country, which 
were printed in Germany purposely for the benefit 
of the people of that country. Dr. Pfeitfer leaves 
three sons and three daughters.

EMANUEL HOFFMAN, 

Emanuel Hoffman, the oldest tobacco mer- 
chant in the City, died yesterday at his residence, 
No. 2 East Sixty-sixth-street He was born Oct. 5, 
1811, in the hamlet of Reckendorf, Bavaria, and 
came to this City in 1830. He was poor, and could 
not speak a word of English. By the strictest 
economy he saved sufficient money during his first 
six months here to enable him toenter a boarding- 


school in Pennsylvania during the Winter. While 
there he got the rudiments of English education, 
and, returning to this City, established himself in 
the tobacco trade. In 1837 he married Miss Louisa 
Oppenbeimer, ulso a native of Bavaria, whe, with 
a family of two sons and two daughters, survive 
him. He was a prominent Mason and Odd-fellow, 
and was one of the founders of the Mendelssohn 
Benevolent Society. The board of the tobacco 
trade held a meeting yesterday and adopted reso- 
lutions of regret. The funeral services will be held 
at Mr. Hoffman's late residence on Sunday at 9:30 
A. M. The Rev. Dr. Gottheil, of the Temple 
Emanu-El, of which Mr, Hoffman was long a mem- 
ber, andof which society he was cne of the found- 
e248, will officiate. The interment will be at the 
Cypress Hills Cemetery. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
Prof. J. H. Tice, the St. Louis astronomer, 
died at St. Louis yesterday. He was 74 years of 


age, and was known in St. Louis not only as a 
weather prophet and astronomer, but by his con 
nection with the publie schools in the capacity of 
Superintendent and Secretary. 


Mgr. Charles Theodore Colet, Archbishop of 
Tours, France, is dead. He was born at Gerard 


mer, Vosges, April 30, 1806. At one time ne was 
Vicar-General of Dijon, and was made Archbishop 
of Lucon on the 5th of June, 1841, and was conse- 
crated on the 25th of August following. He was 
translated to the Archbishoprio of Tours on the 
25tn of November, 1874, where he was installed 
Feo. 3, 1875. On the 4th of March, 1874, he was 
decorated with the cross of the Legion of Honor. 
He published “Pastoral Treatises,” ‘‘Annals of 
the Monastery,” and other works. 


A dispatch from Stockholm announces the 
death of Swen Nilson, the distinguished Swedish 


naturalist. He was born in 1787 at Landscrona and 
was educated at the University of Lund, graduat- 
ing in 1811 with the degree of Pb. D. In 1819 he 
was placed in charge of the Zoological Museum at 
Lund, to which he was attached up to the time of 
his death. He devoted several years to enriching 
the collection of the museum. He was appointed 
Assistant Professor in 1821, and about the same 
time published his first work, upon Swedish orni- 
thology. He waseharged by the Government in 
1848 with the task of reorganizing the zoological 
collection at Stockholm, which he arranged after 
the model of the museum at Berlin. Three years 
later he returned to take charge of the museum at 
Lund. His great work, on the Scandanavian 
fauna, gave him an acknowledged rank as the first 
zoologist of his country,and obtained for hima 
pension from the King of Sweden.

A STREET CAR TRAGEDY. 


A DISPUTE WITH THE CONDUCTOR WHICH 
ENDED IN MURDER. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 30,—Conductor Swift and 
Driver John Cosgrove, of Car No. 22, on the Gil- 
bert-Avenue Line, were both shot by a half-drunken 
passenger atan early hour this morning. There 
had been some dispute on the way up the avenue 
between the conductor and the man who did the 
shooting. The Hon. John E. Bell, who was a pas- 
senger on the car, says the conductor actedin a 
rude and ofticious manner, and was evidently 
ready forafuss. By the time the ear reached the 
turn-table on the Montgomery road the passen- 


gers had all left it except the drunken man. The 
conductor says the fellow refused to get off, and 
he tried to put him off. The driver went to his as- 
sistance, and the three struggied together on the 
rear platform. 

People in the neighborhood heard five shots fired 
in quick succession. Frank Adkins, who had not 
yet gone to bed went out into the street to see 
what was the matter. There was a man running 
toward him from the direction of the car 
who fired once at him and then turned 
and ran the other way. Going to the 
ear Adkins found Cosgrove, the driver, lying 
partly on the rear platform in an insensible condi- 
tion. Swift, the eonductor, had walked a few 
steps from the car where he haa fallen, and was 
groaning with pain.

Serious trouble and much suffering 
among the poorer classes are apprehended before 
the Winter is over.

SURROUNDING BUILDINGS. 


"TEE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE IN THR HOTEL 
KITCHEN-—-THE LOSSES ESTIMATED AT 


. $299,300. 

Four engines continued to play all day yes- 

_ terday on the burning débris atthe Windsor The- 
 gtre fire. In front, in the Bowery, the eastern 
sidewalk was crowded with hose, broken glass, 
‘twistea and dent rods, pipes, and fragments of 
' gigns and shutters. Atthe theatre entrance the 
 glass-lettered sign “Windsor Theatre” swung 
back and forth in the breeze, the chandelier in the 
; fobpy stil hung with many of the shades un- 
| broken, the bill-boards with the pictures from 
_.. “My Partner’ were still fastened to the iron gates, 
| gnd overbead inthe hotel at many of the win- 
 @ows the unvurned Jace curtains mapped back and 
forth. Inside the theatre, or what had heen such, 


Bet mothing bot wails, pierced with windows and 


’ openings, were visible, except the blackened 
beams which slanted in all directions, and curls 
of smoke from the still burning wood-work lazily 
; Sooo upward. The orchestra rail was still in 
piace, and parts of the proseenium arch sti! stood, 
with the busts and caryatides, with their battered 
_ faces, glaring vaeantly out on the scene of the 
pain surrounding them. At No. 43,a bakery and 
_ pestaurant, occupied by A. Reinken, the 
wWindows— were filled with the remains of 
the cake which, water-soaked and biaekened 
with the soot and cinders, still stood in the 
mmubroken glass dishes. At No. 37}4,a furniture 
store, the broken and charred fragments were 
thrown about in confusion, and standing in front 
was aparty of men disoussing the fire and con- 
@oling with the owner, who stood, a picture of de 
spair, contemplating the destruction withia. The 
West side of the street was littered with domestio 
and houselold gouds, covered with tarpaulins, 
and seated near them were the owners, mostly 
women, who laughed and cbattered with the 


passers by. 

From the testimony of mary of the attachés of 
the theatré it is quite eviaent that the fire started 
in the kitchen of the hotel, directly underneath 
the box-office of the theatre, and then, fanned by 


the draft from the lobby, which was open to the 
street, extended with great rapidity to the audito- 
tium. Martin Lambert, a door-keeper of the thea- 
tre, says that he was in the Bowery and rushed 
Be 2g to the hotel, of which he and his wife were 
: and found the main staircase a mass of 
Finding access to the upper stories impos- 
gible, he rushed to the rear staircase and 
_.. ewarried his wife out through the rear 
: entranee on Chrystie-street. At that time 
the fire had not reached the theatre.

The first alarm sent out was from the building 
signal, situated on the prompter’s box. It was 
responded to by the proper engines, and on Chief 
Bates’s arrival the “three sixes,” as they are 
palled, were rung out, summoning to the scene 22 

and 8 trucks, about all the regular force 
w Twenty-third-street. e firemen, under the 
m of the Chief, id wonders when 

the eharacter of the buildings surroundin 
@nd adjacent to the theatre is considered. 
Many of the buildings burned and de- 
Stroyed were small, shallow structures bound- 
ed in the rear by the theatre walls, and the firemen 
Were not allowed within these, as the dangerous 
character of the walls rendered it probable that 
they would fall and crush the small buildings. It 
Was not until the northerly wall of No. 35 was 
reached that the progress of the fire was checked, 
and it is due to this, according to Chief Bates, that 
the fire did not extend to Bayard-street, as the 
first floor is a large paint store, which, had it been 
, would have added greatly to the many 
ties under which Chief Bates and his men 


bored. 

John A. Stevens, the lessee of the theatre, re- 
turned hastily from Easton, and was found at the 
Sammit Hotel. He said: “All I have saved is my 
room key. Everything else, save a few manu- 

ag the safe, are lost, and 33 I consider

Though the theatre was as safe as, if not safer 
than, any other in New-York, as it was Sponsunhiy 
pacipped with fire apparatus of all kinds, includ- 
ing ehemical extinguishers, and had 18 exits, some 
leading to the roofs of adjoining buildings, 
so that it could be emptied in an iacred- 
fbly short time, yet had the fire oc- 
eurred two hours earlier the loss of life 
Would have been greater than even at the Brook- 
tyn Theatre.

Had the signal box been 
in front I think the theatre might have been saved, 
ae lhbave instituted a rigid investigation into the 
cause of the fire, and find that it originatea in the 
kitchen, and thence spread ‘to the auditorium. The 
Watchman hadto runto the stage tosend the 
alarm, and precious time was thus lost. I am 
not insured, as I was calied upon to pay an 
Binitce premium of 5 per cent., whieh was pro- 
tory. Inejuding $5,000 worth of lithographs 
which were in the bill-room, I am actually out 
about $30,000, but, when the season is considered, 
my loss is easily $40.000 more,as I was doing a 
heavy business here, and had the theatre engaged 
for months to come. Alli these profits. of course, I 

. I am now treating with the various com- 
Panies with whem I have engagements, and If they 
are willing to abide by my arrangements every- 
thing will go along all right. I have to-day had 
Offers of three theatres, and have made 
& liberal cash offer to the Thalia management 
to assume their lease.and the matter is now 
under consideration. Onething is certain, I am 
bot going to give up inWew-York, and shall have 
somewhere right inthis neighborhood a theatre, 
and if the old Windsor is not re! uilt I shall puilda 
new one if I cannot find one suited to my pur- 
s. Probably by this time to-morrow I ghall 

ve my sigp up again and go along as before. 1 
bave three plays now on the road, and all doing 
well. I have the money right on hand to takea 
new theatre, and if it cau be secured there will be 
no delay. Sincé Mr. Murtha and myself took the 
place in 1879 we have spent at least $50,000 in re- 
Pairs and improvements, and transformed a rat- 
trap into a palaee, and made the Windsor the true 
east sidetheatre, and | want and intend to remain 
right Bere.” 

Mr. Kraemer, the lessee of Hartmann’s Hotel, 
who is insured, met Mr. Steyens on his return, and 
& Witness of their meeting describes it as some- 
what ludicrous. Kraemer, on secing Stevens, 
burst into tears, and throwing his arms around the 
latter’s neck, exclaimed: ** Stevens, I am insured; 
tan’t ldo something for you?’ Stevens, disen- 
gzeging himself from Kraemer’s embrace, immedi- 
ately set to work about the new theatre. 

Among the neighbors and shopkeepers, and es- 
pecially among the members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, the destruction of the theatre is hailed with 
the greatest satisfaction. The firemen in particu- 
lar have always iooked upon it as a death-trap, 
and many of tuem yesterday alluded to it as such 
ana declared that they were more afraid of enter- 
ing it in case of fire than any other building in the 
City, as, notwithstanding the patching up and 
bracing the wails have from time to time received, 

+ they believed they were daugerous in the higbest 
. degree. The rauge of the fire is from No. 35 to No. 
’ 61 Bowery and in Chrystie-street Nos. 23, 25, 27, and 
. all five-story tenement-houses, the rears of 
which are badly burned and seorched. The front 


rooms yesterday were occupied by some of the 
tenants, who had repiaced their furniture and were 


philosophically enjoying life contemplating the

ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRE NUISANCE 
COMPLAINTS OF THE FIREMEN—PREOAU- 
TIONS OF THE LIGHTING COMPANY. 

The firemen made serious complaints during 
the fre of the inconvenience caused by the eleo- 
tric wires, which are strung on short voles along 
the Bowery and in front of the buildings which 
were burned. The wires interfered with the raising 
of iadders, and the firemen were not inclined to 
meddle to any great extent with the wires for fear 
of serious injury to themselves. The Brush Eleo- 
trio Illuminating Company had two of its lamps at 


Hertmann’'s Hotel, one inside and the other out- 
side of the building. Both of these lamps were 
pg eye There were also two of its aro lam 
at the Eden Concer: Saloon and another at_Wil- 
kins’s Museum, No. 51 Bowery. The Jamps at Hart- 
mann’s Hotel usually turned all night, but the 
other ones are generally extinguished at 1 o'clock. 
The circuit was notcut off until 1:55 A. M., nearly 
two hours after the buildings were on fire. 

In reference to this subject Superintendent Ma- 
grath, of the Brush system, said yesterday that in 
all cases where the wires run into a building there 
is on the outside of the premises a small switch-box 
by means of which the connection can be out off 
immediately whenever necessary. Thére is also 
@ man constantly on duty at stations of the com- 
pany who is instructed to proceed at once to 
the scene of any fire oecurring near its wires 
and to cut the cireult when there is any apparent 
danger. Thiscan be done very quickly and with- 
out eny risk by what is technically known as 
** short circuiting” the line on the side nearest the 
generating station. When the lightsare not in 
danger they have been ajlowedto burn, but the 
line is alwayscut outand the lamps are discon- 
nected whenever tbe officers of the Fire Depart- 
ment deem it necessary. When the fire broke out 
in the Windsor Theatre the Superintendent was at 
home and asleep. He was not cullea at once, but 
when the fire assumed alarming proportions he 
was giving notice through the telephone at his 
house, and he ordered the line to be cut out north 
of the burning buildings. It was. however, nearly 2 
o’clock before this was done. Had he been called 
earlier he would have taken prompt action if he 
had deemed it necessary. The loss to the com- 
pany by the destruction of the lamps and wires 
will be about $100. Thelightinthe lobby of the 
theatre, which burned brightly while the flames 
were destroying the building, belonged to the 
United States Illuminating Company. 
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STANDARD BUILDING DEFINED. 


EXTRA RATES TO BE CHARGED BY UNDER- 
WRITERS FOR DEFICIENCIES 

The New-York Board of Fire Underwriters 
held a meeting yesterday to take finalaction upon 
the report of the Committee of Surveys defining 
the characteristics of standard buildings, and 
fixing the additional insurance charges for defi- 
ciencies therein. There was a large attendance 
of members, The report came frum the Executive 
Committee bearing evidence of having undergone 
important changes. After considerable discussion, 


during which a few amendments were introduced 
and approved, the report was finally adopted as 
follows: 

Standard Butiding.—I. Walls of brick, of the thick- 
ness required by the present building law, (section 
2 rojections to recefve the beams and coped. 
Cc @ for deficiencies: If of stone or tron or if the 
wails be of less than the standeara thickness, 5 cen 8 
per $100 of insurance; if without projections, unless 
the walls are ef sufficient thickness to admit of 12 
inches of brick between the ends of the beams on 
each story, 5 cents. 

Ii. Roof of iron or copper upon iron rafters, and 
without skylights; or of brick or the patent roofs ap- 
proved by the board. Charge for deficiencies: If 
metal, slate, or tileon wooden rafters, or of com posi- 
tion approved by Committee on Surveys, 6 cents. If 
composition not approved, 10 cents; if skylight 
through roof only, unless said skylight is of heavy 
glass, at least half an inch in thickness, in iron frame 
or with iron shutters, 5 cents. 

IIL Area; there siall be not more than 5,000 square 
feet of ground covered by the building, unless it be 
sub-divided by one or more party walls, as 
from the foundation to and through the roof, an 
coped. Charges for deficiencies: For every addi- 
tional 2,000 square feet, or fraction of 2,000 square 
feet, of space between walls, 5 cents. 

IV. Shutters of iron or other fireproof material, = 
proves by the Committee on Surveys, having suitable 
ron frames to all windows, except the first floor 
front, to be placed either inside or outside, at least 
four inches from any wood-work and from the win- 
dow frames and casings, unle-s they be of metal. The 
centre row of shutters on the front, above first story, 
to be so arranged as to be opened from the outside. 
All shutters must beclosed at night. Charges for de- 
ficiencies: If without approved shutters to rear or 
side windows, not opening on the street, 10 cents; if 
without approved sbutters to front windows, 5 cents; 
if without approved shutters toside windows, 5 cen's; 
rolling iron shutters to doors and windows, unless 
they can be opened from the outside, 56 cents. No 
charge is to be siade for the absence of shutters in 
warehouses having a space of 126 feet infront, Stor- 
age stores are to have double shutters on front, rear, 
and sides; storage stores not having double shutters 
will be charged in additiom to the schedule rate 5 
cents. Single shutters only will be required in stor- 
age stores fronting on the water or baving aspace of 
126 feet in front. 

¥. Ferapet walle to be at least 4 feet high above the 
roof, 12 inches thick and coped, and to have openings 
above the roof suitable for fire defense. If without 
four feet of parapet walls separating the bullding 
from adjoining buildings, a charge of 10 cents will be 
made for the deficiency. It was moved to limit the 
height of the standard parapet to five feet, but the 
motion was lost by a vote of 13 to 29. 

Vi. Cornices and gutters of brick or of metal. if se- 
cured to the buliding by metal fastenings only and 
without backing of wood; if gutters or cornices are 
wood, acharge of 10 cents will be made for the de- 
ficiency. 

Standard building Rule 7 requires floors to be 
without skylight, elevator, or hatchway openings, 
and a charge of 10 cents will be made if there are 
skylight openings through one or more floors, un- 
less with iron frame and heavy plate glass not less 
than three-fourths of an inch in thickness, or hav- 
ing iron shutters or suitable trap doors. Hateh- 
way openings vot provided with trap doors as ap- 
proved by the Committee on Surveys will be 
ebarged for at the rate of 10 cents additional. 
An extra charge of 20 cents will be made 
for open elevators. Rule § requires that stair- 
ways shall be closed, subject to the approval of 
the Committee on Survevs, and if not so closed a 
charge of 10 cents will be made for the deficiency. 
Rule 9 fixes the standard beight of builcings at 
60 feet, and for every 10 feet or fraction therecf in 
excess of 60 feet in height up to 80 feet a charge of 
5 cents will be made. Over 80 feet for every addi- 
tional 5 feet or fraetion thereof 5 cents will be 
charged. The standard width of streets is fixed 
by Rule 10 at 50 feet,and warehouses on streets 
less than 50 feet in width will be rated 10 cents 
additional. Rule 11 deals with buildings hay- 
ad mansard roofs aud defines the standard as fol- 

OWS: 

If constructed entirely of fron and covered with 
slate or metal, or lined bv fire-proof material and 
approved by the Committee on Surveys, and having 
walls through the roof and coped, no wood being used 
in its construction, and there being heavy iron shut- 
ters to all openings, they will be subject only to charge 
for height, which from the main cornice to the top of 
the roof sball be added to the height of the 
bullding below the main cornice in determining 
the entire height of the building. Charges for 
deficiencies; Mansard roof varying in any particular, 
to be subject, in addition to the charge for height, to 
an extra specific of 50 cents; if over 70 feet in height, 
the addition to be 100 cents. A semi-mansard roof is 
intended to apply to such roofs as have been alrered 
in part or hare a half-story added,or with frame 
structures upon the roof. which cannot be strictly 
ranked as mansard roofs, and are subject to an addi- 
tional charge of 25 cents. 


An additional rate is also to be charged fer ex- 
ternal exposures. 
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A GRAND JURY'S SUGGESTIONS, 

The Grand Jury for the November term 
was discharged yesterday in the Court of General 
Sessions by Recorder Smyth, who thanked 
that body fur its diligence in considering 
212 cases and finding many indictments. ‘The 
Grand Jury brought in a presentment which 
recited that on Nov. 28 the Grand Jury visited 
Bleck well’s Island, and was mueh pleased with the 


neat and orderly manner in which the different in- 
stitutions were conducted, The jury found the 
penitentiary overcrowaed. In a number of in- 
stances two prisoners were placed in one eell, 
bullt to accommodate only one. The Grand Jury 
recommends that au additional wing be built with- 
out delay to correspond with the wing now on the 
northend. The Grand Jury also reeommends that 
the Department of Docks be ordered to immedi- 
ately repair the wharf at the foot of East Twenty- 
sixth-street. now used by the Department of Char- 
ities and Correction. Atthe dead-house the Grand 
Jury found in coffins the bodies of both males and 
femaies, exposed in a nude condition, awaiting 
identification. The Grand Jury reeommends that 
some suitable covering be provided, and that a 
proper iron railing be put around the Child's Hos 
nital at Second-avenue and T’'wenty-sixth-street to 
replace the present dilapidated wooden one.

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NUOUISANOE OF POLES AND WIRES. 


ARGUMENTS IN THE SUIT BROUGHT BY JONN 
8 TUTTLE. 

Lawyers and laymen who are interested in 
the endeavor to compel the electric light com- 
panies to refrain from maintaining poles and 
stringing wires in the streets were the main con- 
stituents of the throng in the room of the Superior 
Court, Speeial Term, yesterday, when Messrs. Wil- 
liam M. Evarts and L. E. Chittenden summed up in 
the suit of John 8. Tuttle against the Brush Eleo- 
tric Illuminating Company. In this suit Mr. Tut 
tle, who owns property In West Twenty-fifth- 


street, aske the court to decree that the poles and 
wires of the defendant company erected there are 
public and private nutsances avd must be taken 
away. The poles and wires are used to conduct 
electricity to aro lamps which light up Broadway 
and Madison and Union squares. 

Mr. Evarts laid special stress on the proposition 
that the defendant company stands for the City as 
its agent in the illumination of the streets, and 
cannot be evicted unless it is determined that the 
City is not charged with the duty of keeping the 
thoroughfares lighted up. Ifthe City is charged 
with that duty, and Mr. Evarts did not believe 
anybody would dispute that it is, it has the right 
to select its own agent for performing it and the 
means whieh that agent shail use. It could select 
oil just as it could select gas as the means, 
and it could select electricity as well as either 
oil or . The lighting of the streets 
is for the benefit of the.entire population, and the 
only responsibility forthe choosing of the means 
to that end attaches to the Common Council, and 
is determined at the polls. The exercise by the 
Common Council of the power conferred on it was 
conclusive of all disputes as to the iliuminants un- 
til election day arrived, and the members of that 
body were accorded reward or punishment for 
theiraect. Asto the mere right of electric light 
companies to enter on the streets, that waa a mat- 
ter with which the City had nothifg to do. The 
Legislature had settled it in 1879 by passing 
an act conferring on the existing gas com- 
panies the right to use electro-motive force, 
and in 188 by amending that act 80 
as to extena its privileges to the corporations 
organized specifically as electric illuminating com- 
panies. The City thereafter merely had the right 
to impose reasonable restrictions on the use of 
the streets and the manner of their use by the 
companies. The companies had the right to go 
into the streets; the City was now only intrusted 
with the duty of supervising their operations. And 
the City, through its Department of Public Works, 
bad perfermed its duty by appointing Inspectors, 
who watched aad directed the manner in which 
the poles were set and wires were strung. As to 
damage from the wires and poles Mr. Evarts de- 
nied that there was any, and he declared that 
neither the plaintiff nor any other owner of real 
estate lessened his valuation of that property be- 
cause of their presence near or in front of it. 

Mr. Chittenden argued that a nuisance is not the 
less subject to abatement because it was instituted 
under the cover of astatute. Assuming, therefore, 
that the defendant's structure was in Twenty-fifth- 
street through the operation of legislative author- 
ity, it was removable on proof that it was there in 
violation of private rights. The Legislature could 
not take away the property of an individual 
without providing for his compensation. In 
the acts under which the defendant company 
claimed to have the right to occupy the streets 
there was no provision for compensation to own- 
ers of property damnified by the presence of its 
structure, and there was no general statute per- 
mitting such a company to exercise the right of 
eminent domain. Gas companies had been recog- 
nized by the courts to be public necessities, and 
through public inaction—for no one had opposed 
the jaying of gas mains—had been conceded a quasi 
right of eminent domain. Yet in the three or 
four years that electrie lights have been 
in use much opposition has been made to the pres- 
ence of their structures in the streets. This oppo- 
sition grew out of the theory—now sustained by 
the courts, in the Story and Glover cases—tnat the 
streets are for the purposes of passage and pro- 
curement of air and light only. and that any struc- 
ture above their surface is an injury to the owners 
of abutting premises. Mr. Chittenden put himself 
on the broad ground that it was unnecessary for 
his client to prove special damage from the pres- 
ence of the wires and poles. They interfered with 
his easement in the street. Under the decisions 
of the courts they were real estate, and as real 
estate were measured and bounded by lines 
running at right angies with the ends of the arms 
or cross-bars of the poles. The Brush Electrio 
Illuminating Company had therefore taken pos- 
session ofastrip of land avout six feet wide, in 
West Twenty-fifth-street, without compensating 
anybody forit, and had in so far damnified Mr. 
Tuttle and every other abutting property-owner. 
It had taken his and their property; it was a tres- 
passer, and should be ejected. Assuming that it 
nad the right to enter on the street, it was bound 

to enter in that way that would prove least inju- 
rious to the use of the street by others. There 
were two ways by which it eouldenter. The least 
harmful one was by the running of wires under- 
ground. 
Judge Ingraham reserved his decision. 


SELLING PINGSUEY TEA. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT'S COMPLAINT 
DISMISSED, 

The complaint in the suit of the Health De- 
partment against James Purdon and others, was 
dismissed by Judge O'Gorman, in the Superior 
Court, Special Term, yesterday. The defendants 
in this suit were the consignees and auctioneers of 
a large quantity of tea known as Pingsuey tea, 
which the Health Department asserted was adul- 
terated and therefore unfit for use as food. A 
temporary injunction restraining the sale of the 
tea was procured bythatdepartment. The defend- 
ants asserted that this interference with the sale 
was an interference with commerce and an inva- 


sion of the powers of Congress. Judge O'Gorman 
overrules this theory, holding that in beginning 
the action the Health Department only sought to 
exercise the police power vested in it by the State 
Legislature—the original source of such power—in 
order to prevent the sale of substances believed to 
be hurtful to the public health. According to 
Judge O’Gorman, the “tea” in question is not 
properly entitled to be called tea. In his opinion, 
it was proved on the trial to be an imitation, anda 
very bad imitation, of tea, being made of various 
minerals, the sweepings of Chinese factory floors, 
starch, &c. That it was adulterated he could have 
no doubt, but he could not deduce, from the con- 
flicting testimony before him, the conclusion that 
through the adulteration it was made dangerous 
to human life or detrimental to health. 

In respect of this he says: “Itis clear that the 
burden of proving that the sale of these teas 
threatens serious danger of injury to the public 
health is on the plaintiffs in this act'on,and they 
have not, in my opinion, succeeded in making out 
a case 80 clear and free from doubt as to warrant 
a court of equity in stopping or interfering with 
the transactions of a large and important traffic 
necessarily involving the use of large capital and 
affecting the consumption‘of a beverage, which, al- 
though adulterated and deficient in the elements 
of nutrition, which genuine tea is said to possess, 
1s yet cheap and perhaps safer and less likely to in- 
jure public health than many other beverages to 
which the public, if deprived of this, might be in- 
clined toresort. * * * Theofficers of the Board 
of Health deserve eredit for the ability and energy 
with which they have conducted this investigation, 
and, although they have not been able to show 
themselves entitled to equitable relief byinjunction. 
they still have other legal means within their reach 
by which the sale of food or drink proved to be 
injurious to the public health can be punished and 
prevented.”’ Mr. William P. Prentice appeared for 
the Health Department and ex-Senator George H.

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ASSETS WASTED BY AN FXECUTOR. 

Andrew Hood died in the village of Peek- 
skill, Westchester County, in 1864, leaving an es- 
tate estimated to be worth $100,000. He left ason, 
Frederick Hood, by a first wife, and a second wife 
with siz small children. He appointed Frederick 
Hood and his second wife his Executoranda Ex-

Bvy the terms of the will 
all the property was to be sold and converted into 
eash, which was to be invested in bonds and 
mortgages in New-York State. After the estate 
had been divided up aceording to the provisions of 
the wil, $55,000 in cash remained in Frederick 
Hooed’s hands for investment. It does not appear 
what he did with ail this money, but in 1866 
he purchased a place in Newark, N. J., for 
$29.000, subject to a tmortgage of $25,000, 
which he assumed. He spent some $5,000 
in repairs, improvements, and interest. The 
mortgage was foreclosed, and at the sale there 
was not enengh bid to cover the mortgage. The 
widow and a son named Bertram D. Hood peti 
tioned the court for a revoeation of the letters 
testamentary granted to Frederick Hood, and 
aftera long litigation the decision of Surrogate 
Coffin, of Westchester County. was made yester 
day. Inthis he says: ** The Execator bas been 
guilty of flagrant violation of hisduty by violating 
the plain direction of the will, and has exused a 
loss of more than one-half of the large fund in his 
hands.
